nel of OSD Vietnam Task Force Study and related documents. Procedural <^--'-n£ es since 
nevspuKU' disclosures vill provide this record. "Carve out" philosophy relieves 
DC'VSR of responsibility for classified material pertaining to natters, the existence 
of vhi'-h the controlling Government office does not vish to be generally known. 
Nineteen (19) TOP SECRS! files, consisting of drafts and various working Papers 
relevant to the Task Force Studies, were identified and returned to OSD. R..JD 
SS 5 S document inventories end library files did not disclose additional relevant 
documents. RAND T3 Control logs revealed 18 volumes of the 38 -volume set of cne OS 
Vietnam Task Force Study were officially received on 20 Kay 1 970 as part of F>3so=rg. 
fGes nv'o— to his termination from regular PAL'D employment. R-_0 recoils do not 
reflect professional use of these volumes until after the newspaper disclosures 
^ 13 volumes. fully identified in the details of this report, cOnoiot Ox c- y ±jd 

tZT, i.Md access was approved for Messrs. Rowcn, Moorsteen, May and Averch on _ 
i| January 1971. The ^-volume set of the Study is recorded as having been received 
fron OSD on 3 October 1 969 . The leg indicates this set consists of 7,8^7 ps-ge* tnd 
distribution was to have been limited to Rowen, Ellsberg, Moorsteen and Kay (or 
designees). Ellsberg variously withdrew 27 volumes of this set between 23 October 
lQ^/and 20 April 1970; two volumes of which were duplicates o- two of the 18 volumes 
from the 38 -volume set which he had. Hence, according to various control documents, 
he actually possessed, 1* 3 volm.es of the Study. In July 1970 participants in a 
"Bureaucracy Conference" were approved by Ealpenn and Gelb for access to t re_ 
volumes of the Study. Miscellaneous documents utilized by Ellsberg at RAND and the 
y t - 0 ,. period of access are identified and set. forth in details of this report.. 
RAND Security files revealed Ellsberg, Ealperin and Gelb bad been granted TOP SECRET 
security clearances in connection with their RAND employment or Consultant status, 
pt'-n procedures for approving access to TS information were revised in mid-Augisu 

and non require certification of need by the appropriate RAM) Project Director 
rathe- than by the Security Officer. DCASR-IA acted as courier for oocuments - 
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seleclion. Documents selected for return to DoD vere Identified by RAND' 
Security Officer, RAND TOP SECRET Control Officer (TSCO) and others. Selec- 
t,ioq process vas discretionary with RAND personnel. RAND Security Officer 
and assistants searched ail approved T3 containers at RAND after the June 
197^- disclosures and found four unrecorded TS documents which vere reported 
to the Air Force and DCASR and entered in the RAND Security"system. None of 
these vere OSD Vietnam Task Force material. During the TOP SECRET inven¬ 
tories, RAND TSCO normally checks each TS document charged to e.n Individual 
and does not search for unrecorded documents. TSCO maintained a record of 
TDM cards processed to the key punch facility to account for documents 
between charge-out and return of IBM cards. TSCO said access sheets were 
completely unreliable since the individual vas only required to sign the 
access sheet on his initial access to the document." Farther, that this vas 
a personal responsibility and frequently individuals neglected or forgot to 
sign the access sheet. She recalled having signed Ellsberg’s name to access 
sheets on several occasions when she knew he had had possession of a document 
and noted his failure to sign the access sheet. Ellsberg vas never given TS 
documents by ToCO without a record being made. TSCO vas unaware that 18 
volumes of the 3 S-voluma OSD Vietnam Task Force Study existed at RAND until 
she receipted for them from Moorsteen on 20 May 1970. TSCO vas first told 
of the kj -volume Study in approximately April I 9 S 9 by Gelb who telephonically 
informed her that The RAND Corporation was to receive a set and instructed 
her concerning its limited distribution. She said that she may have been 
told of an agreement that additional access would be granted only if approved 
by two* persons from among Gelb, Ralperir. and Varnke, however, she had never 
seen anything to this effect in writing. Although Ellsberg was the prime 
user of the ^ 7 -volume set at RAND, Santa Monica, the TSCO is certain that 
Ellsberg did not have possession of any part of it prior to 23 October 1969 . 
TSCO had been impressed with the sensitivity of the Study by Gelb and later* 
by Ellsberg and denied Study’s existence at RAID on at least two occasions to 
o^jier R-_D Oj facials. Examination of The RAID Corporation warehouse records 
disclosed 14 boxes of material stored for Averch and 23 boxes of material 
stored for Moorsteen. Items vere stored as unclassified material and are 
subject to company examination prior to return. Shubert advised that he had 
discussed a study concerning Vietnam decision-making processes with Ealperin 
and Roberts OSD/ISA as a PAID project. Eventually, when such a Study vas 
initialed at the Pentagon, he vas invited to participate and prepared three 
papers between the summer of 1967 and early 1968 . He and his assistant, 

Mary Anderson had no function with the OSD Vietnam Task Force other than the 
preparation of these three papers. They did some research at Washington D.C. 
using materials available in the Task Force files and did most of the writing* 
at Santa Monica. He did not know the source -of the documents obtained by the 
OSD Vietnam Task Force. Details of a report prepared by the Director, 

Security Police, The Inspector General, Headquarters USAF concerning The RAND 
Corporation security set forth.

1. On 16 September 1971, Mr. Henry S. Roven, President The RAND' Corporation, 
Santa Monica, California, advised Special Agents Jerry C. Sharp and-Rudolph 
M. Schellhammer in the presence of Dr. Frederick Stires, Researcher, Office 
of the Secretary of Defense, that he vould make the facilities and personnel 
of The RAND Corporation available in an atteu.pt to identify documents, either 
in the system or uncontrolled in the possession of RAND researchers, which 
may be germane to the C3D Vietnam Task Force Study and the disclosures con¬ 
tained in T he New Yor k T imes . Mr. Rowen further advised: The RAND Corpora¬ 
tion has not, in the past, maintained a good historical record of classified 
document charge outs. He explained the only records of access to classified 
documents prior to the recent Daniel Fllsberg disclosures w’ere reflected on 
the access sheets and in signed HEM cards of current charge outs. He noted 
that personnel were not required to sign the access sheet each time they 
used a particular document and when a document was returned to TO? SECRET 
Control the signed IBM card was returned to the individual for disposition. 
Since the Ellsberg incident, RAND now retains and files the IBM cards of 
returned documents and.will, in the future, be able to reconstruct the access 
enjoyed by all personnel. Rowen acknowledged there might still be classified 
handwritten notes in the personal possession of some of the RAND researchers 
even though much has been said about such unauthorized retention in the recent 
past. He said he would cooperate in any efforts to identify and reclaim such 
data from his researchers. 

Rowen said Ellsberg bad had access to much highly classified information 
and, since self—dramatization was at least one of EH.sberg*s motives in 
raking his disclosures, he speculated that Ellsberg might be planning addi¬ 
tional disclosures in order to remain in the limelight. He speculated 
further that since Ellsberg’s past specialty involved nuclear delivery, war 
plans, and command and control, a future disclosure might involve these 
ratters. Rowen emphasized this was purely speculation W and he had no specific 
knowledge that any such disclosures were actually contemplated. 

Rowen said Mr. Robert D. Specht, Deputy Vice President, The RAND Corpora¬ 
tion, had drafted the RAND report on the Vietnam papers and was most knowl¬ 
edgeable of the RAND situation and actions subsequent to The New York Times 
disclosures.

f. Semiannual Inventories of D. Ellsberg's TOP SECRET document eccounts 
for the Fall, of 1969 , Spring of 1970 and a Termination Inventory signed by 
J. Butler on 15 September. 1970. 

g. Undated letter to The RAND Corporation, Attention: H. Roven for 

D. Ellsberg from R. H. Best, The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California, 
transmitting a three-page inventory of 80 SECRET and CONFIDENTIAL documents 
received from D. Ellsberg, MACV/RAKD, APO San Francisco, California, with¬ 
out proper receipts and security markings. 

h. A Mail and Records Certificate of Destruction of 6k SECRET documents. 
Copies of the documents described above are appended as Attachments 1 
through 8 , respectively.

Sullivan advised that at the time 'The Pentagon Papers" were published 
and immediately thereafter in June 1971 his office was instructed by The 
General Counsel's Office, OSD through the Commander, DIASHto proceed to 
r^D Corporation and obtain certain materials and transfer them to the 
Office of the General Counsel, Department of Defense, me P<-r; 6 - , 

Washington, D. C. Ke received no specific list of the materia s 
picked*”up and was under the impression that arrangements concerning vhat to 
pick up had teen made between the Office of the General Counsel and The 
pifg) corporation. He emphasized his only function was to pick up th- 
material and DCASR-LA had absolutely nothing to do vith,the identification 
or selection of the documents. To the test s taovrea^e, K . 

Richard K. Best, RAND Security Officer, and other unidentified RAND 
employees had full responsibility for the entire selection. 

Sullivan said his office bad not been aware of any agreement concerning 
th- OSD Vietnam Task Force Study which would require the signature of two of 
thre^indi vidua Is for release of the documents. Had he become aware oT such 
a situation he would'have notified his headquarters at Defense Supply Agency 
(DBA) since such an agreement would, in effect constitute a carve out 
He explained that the DCASR-LA presently has almost 500 carve 01 - ^ 

its files; that is cases involving sensitive material entrusted to contractors 
in connection with a specific task the existence of which the controlling 
Government office does not desire to be made generally known. A- -- > 

this material is not included in the normal classified control system but 

filed separately and controlled on an "Eyes Only" b ^ si * by * e J* C £f^°sR-IA 
tractor employees. Such cases are considered outside the realm o. DC^R I« 
supervision. Frocedurally, when Sullivan learns of a carve out from a 
contractor be communicates with his headquarters.at DCAS ^ronSUtion 
Alexandria Virginia, informing them of the "carve out. 1XAS invest.ga.es 
with the controlling Government office and, upon confirmation, p:o».GcS 
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writtennotification to DCASR-IA that this material is no longer to he * 
considered vithin the purview of that office. 

1 In the matter of sighting classified holdings in the safes of 
various RAND researchers, interviewees said it is a standing role at 
R4JID that a Department Head, Security Officer or Inspector Cannot open an 
individuals security container unless that individual is present. They 
said if a Department Head has made three unsuccessful attempts to arrange 
an inspection of the contents of a particular security container, he can do 
so without the presence of the researcher provided he notifies him of bis 
intention. Sullivan, Kelly and Bills noted that examination of security 
containers of consultants was a big problem because of their frequent 
absences from the company premises. All advised that sightings are not 
intended as only verification of charge outs, but should be searches of 
security containers to assure both the existence of recorded material and 
to identify any other classified material in the possession of the individual. 

4. On 16 September 1971* Captain Floyd A. French, _ 5-S USAF 

Security Officer, The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California, provided 
Special Agents Sharp and Schellhammer with a copy of The PAND Corporation 
TOP SECRET Inventory dated 16 July 1971 • A review of this document identi¬ 
fied 7 6 TOP SECRET items currently in the RAND inventory the titles of which 
indicated possible relevance to the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. Dr. Stires 
examined the above items and various other material both classified and 
unclassified contained in the RAND files and provided the following perti¬ 
nent information: 

a. Vario. s documents, studies, working papers, title inventories, card 
catalogues and other source materials were examined with a yiew of deter¬ 
mining their relevancy to the investigation in terms of: 

(1) Locating any documents the contents of which had been pub¬ 
lished in The New York T imes . 

(2) Documents identified as appearing in the Vf-volume set of the 
OSD Vietnam Task Force Study, but also appearing In RAND files. 

(3) Documents or other materials the nature of which indicated that 
they should be returned to the Bibliographic Team in the Pentagon for 
further examination &Dd possible utilization in the investigation. 

b. The following sources/materials were examined: 

(l) JCS Documents: A collection of hS TO? SECRET documents pre¬ 
viously on file at RAND and recently returned to the JCS. A review of the 
title inventory of these documents indicated that none of them have any 
relevancy to the investigation. 

















* (2) The "Saigon Papers" : This collection of 8-0 documents, classi¬ 

fied SECRET and below, vas destroyed by RAND or. 2 October 1970. A review 
of the title inventory of these documents indicated that none of the,-p have 
any relevancy to the investigation. 

( 3) Do cuments in the PAN!) TOP S EC RUT Control System (TS CS): A 
search was made of RAND TSCS records for any TOP SECRET documents relevant 
to the investigation tliat were not turned over to DoD on 18 June 1971. , The 
search revealed that some 19 TOP SECRET files contained papers or documents 
having a direct or indirect relevance to the Task Force Study. These were 
draft copies of Task Force Volumes, RAND Studies and various working papers 
prepared by Melvin Gurtov, Hans Keymann, Daniel Ellsberg and Gustave Shubert. 
These 19 files were withdrawn from the TOP SECRET Control Officer (TSCO) for 
return to the Pentagon and further examination. . 

(4) The Ellsbe rg Semia n nual In ventorie s of SIC RET documents : 

These listings of documents, held by Ellsberg at various times during the 
period January I 9 S 8 through August 1970, were checked by document title 
against those shown on'incoming mail log records and destruction certificates. 
All but a small number of these documents were destroyed on 2 October 1970. 
None were relevant to the investigation. 

(NOTE: The "Saigon Papers," mentioned in (2) above, were included in this 
group of documents.) 

o 

(5) T he RAID C entral Li brary : This library uses the standard card 
catalogue system for all SECRET and lover classification documents currently 
held at RAND. In addition, a separate catalogue listing is maintained for 
documents received at RAND, but subsequently returned or destroyed. A 
search through these files revealed no documents relevant to the investiga¬ 
tion. 


5- On 17 September 1971, French advised that on 2 September 1971 a group of 
TOP SECRET documents were shipped from RAND to the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS). These documents were identified by Donald C. Nielsen, Lt Colonel, 
USAF, Senior Air Force Officer detailed to The f(AND Corporation,as material 
for which RAND had no current use and were returned to JCS to reduce the 
volume of TCP SECRET material maintained at RAND. A list of the returned 
documents identified by TOP SECRET control number, date, and title, vas 
furnished by French and reviewed by Stires. Eased upon Stire’s examination 
of the titles of these documents, Stires concluded that none of the material 
returned to the JCS vas germane to the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. 

6 . During the period 16-23 September I 97 I, Special Agents Scbellhamer and 
Sharp examined the RAND TOP SECRET Control log and various other documenta¬ 
tion, fully identified below, concerning the following items with results as 
indicated:

a l ^Volume Set of the OSD Vietnam Tas_k Force Study ; The RAND 
TOP SECRET Control log reflects that 18 volumes of this set vere received 
on 20 Kay 1970 as part of "Dan Ellsberg's files upon his termination." 

Receipt of these documents is recorded on TOP SECRET log pages consistent 
with the time period between 29 December 1970-13 January 1971* TOP SECRET 
Control Numbers 3^61 through 3666D were assigned to these volumes. The log 
indicates that the 18 volumes contained 2,1(52 pages. TOP SECRET access 
sheets for these volumes reflect date received as 20 Kay 1970; they were 
logged in and access records attached by Jan L. Butler on 31 December 1970; 
approval of access was made on >4 January 1971 by J* Mathews (Assistant 
Security Officer, RAND). Access was approved for H. S. Rowen, R. H. Koorsteen, 
E. R. Kay and H. A. Averch. Access sheets do not reflect withdrawal of any 
of these volumes until 15 June 1971* after the newspaper disclosures. TOP 
SECRET File No. 3^8* which is now a repository file for administrative data 
concerning the 47-volu;-je set of the Study, contains a note dated 20 May 1970 
at 8:30 A.M. instructing Butler to pick up Ellsberg’s papers from Koorsteen, 
signed Dick (BEST). A receipt contained in the file reflects that Butler 
recovered.these papers from Koorsteen on the same date.

The receipt of this set is recorded 
on TOP SECRET log pages between entries related to documents indicated as 
having been received on 9 October and 20 October 1969. TOP SECRET Control ' 
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Number! 3463 through 3^79D were assigned to this set which the log records 
as consisting of 7,847 pages. The caveat "Distribution limited to' H. S. 
Rowen, D. Ellsberg, R. H. Moorsteen and E. R. Nay (or designees)" i^recorded 
in the Remarks column of the log.

The above described 27 volumes of the Study, when added to the 
18 volumes of the 33 - volu ,r .e set possessed by Ellsberg less 2 volumes 
IV. 0/ 4. and IV. C. 5r vhich volumes he possessed from both sets, (See 
paragraph 6.a.) reflect Ellsberg possessed 43 volumes of the Study. List 
of titles of the CSD Vietnam Task Force Study volumes is appended as Attachment '9. 

Records do not support Ellsberg’s possession of Volume III (The 
Geneva Accords, 1954); Volume IV. A. 1. (NATO and SEATO: A Comparison); 

Volume V, E. 4. (U. S. Involvement In The War - Internal Documents) and 
Volume VI. E. (Negotiations 1965-1907: Announced Position Statements) 
of the Study. 

A 4"x6" card, maintained in the files of the TSCO pertaining to" 

TOP SECRET Control Numbers 3458-3479, reflects that access to the "ISA 
Vietnam Task Force Report ,l required authorization by two of the following: 

"Leslie Gelb, M. Ralperin, Paul Warneke" (sic). The card, in addition to 
listing "Rowan, Moorsteen, Ellsberg and May" as being authorized access 
to the report as of April/69 shows "Ralperin and Gelb authorized access on 
7/7" (year is not shown) and H. A. Averch as being authorized access 12/l0 
(year is not shown). The reverse side of the card lists 20 participants in a

8. On 21 September 1971., Mr. Richard H. Best, Security Officer for The RAND 
Corporation, Santa Monica, California, was interviewed by Special Agent's 
Sharp and Schellbamruer in the presence of Dr. Stires. Best advised that he 
had two assistants currently employed in the Security Office: Mr. J. C. 
Mathews and Mr. R. J. Albright; a previous assistant was Mr. R. E. Sheen. 

In the past. Best and these three individuals had the responsibility for - 
approving or authorizing access to TOP SECRET information maintained in the 
files of The RAND Corporation. The criteria for authorizing access to 
specific data involved relating the project number to which the TOP SECRET 
information applied to the identity of the personnel assigned to that project. 
According to Eest it was a simple matter to approve access to TOP SECRET 
information provided the individual was assigned to the project to which the 
classified information was applicable. Best noted that on those occasions 
when he or one of his assistants was not available to approve access, 
approval was granted by "top management" of The RAND Corporation either the 
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Presi/ent or one of the Vice Presidents. During June 1971, however, 
management decided tliat the appropriate RAND Project Director would be the 
best person to approve access to TOP SECRET information and in mid-^ust 
1971, this procedure was instituted. After the June I 97 I newspaper dis-- 
closures, Eest received instructions to return all material^ relating to 
the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study to the DoD General Counsel‘s.Office. He 
with the assistance of Jan Butler and others selected the documents which 
they thought pertinent for return. He did not ship any of the documents 
which appeared to be RAND papers and concentrated his attention in the 
area of back-up documents and the actual Study documents. He specifically 
recalled returning Simon’s "black notebooks"; the 18 volumes recovered from 
Daniel Ellsberg and the Vf-volume set of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study 
received in October 19&9* He explained the entire' selection process was a 
discretionary one on his part insofar as determining the relationship of 
the documents to the Study.’ In addition. Best stated Henry Roven, Arnold 
S. Mengel, Gus Shubert and Bob Specht, all RAND executives, and Janes 
Gaither the RAND Counsel, assisted in making the determinations. Best was 
not aware of any classified documents being maintained within the PAND com¬ 
plex that were not under appropriate security controls. He acknowledged 
there has not been a wall-to-wall inventory conducted at RAND of SECRET 
material since the Ellsberg matter developed and noted that the Air Force 
and DCASR had been involved extensively in classified document inventories 
s~nce June 1971* Best and has two assistants did search all approved 
TOP SECRET coritairiers since June I 97 I and found four unrecorded TOP SECRET 
- documents which he entered into the RAND security system after reporting 
their discovery to the Air Force and DCASR representatives. None of these 
documents were OSD Task Force material. In addition. Best observed that 
just prior to the Air Force inventory there was an influx to the Mail and 
Record Section, of classified documents that had heretofore not been under 
RAND security system controls. 

Best said The RAND Corporation does not normally store personal 
material for former RAND researchers. On occasion, in the past, when a 
researcher physically left RAND on detail he.has been accommodated in order 
to preserve his unfinished efforts, by storing his documents in the Security 
Office pending his return. On these rare occasions, if the employee did not 
return for some reason, the material held was destroyed. In all cases, such 
material was controlled within the PANT) Security Control system. Best said 
be does not presently have any classified material in his files falling in 
this category and specifically stated that none of the former RAND employees 

who worked on the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study have left any material" stored 
at RAND. 

Best said all inventories of TOP SECRET information are the responsi¬ 
bility of the RAND TSCO. That individual is required to actually sight all 
holdings of the individual being inventoried, verify charge-out records and 
determine if the employee has any materials not recorded in the system. He- 
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actaovJasea this has not always been done. Be notea that it is not unusual 
for a aicuinent to bo issued prior to the preparation of IBM control cards 
identifying the individual to vhora the document is charged. If an inventory 
nriftt-out is prepared vhile an IBM control card is being processed it 
becomes necessary for the TSCO to "write in" the TOP SECRET control numbers 
of the documents on the inventory sheet. Best was emphatic* in notin 0 th 
a "write in" by the TSCO did not indicate that the document bad been acci¬ 
dentally discovered during inventory. The SECRET inventory system J^less 
complex and in fact is left to the Department concerned as to the manner in 
which it is performed. Inventories are required at HAND in October and 
April of each year and most usually the individual to whom the documents are 
charged conducts his own SECRET inventory and certifies to his possession of 
the documents. 

Best claimed he had no knowledge, previous to about 15 April 3-970, 
that the -47-volume set or any other part of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Stu y 
eSstS at tL BAUD Corporation. He said he was pretty "Sauted" when he 
found out Jan Butler had a "secret" with the President of the Corporation 
concerning his (Best's) area of responsibility. Be was further irritated on 
about 13 Hay 1970 when he was told by Henry Rowen an additional 18 v0 ^f^ 
of the Study existed at PAJID and was to be picked up from K^orsteen vhohad 
received the set from Daniel Ellsberg. Be could provioe little derail con¬ 
cerning the logging, preparation of access sheets or other information con¬ 
cerning the Study. He could not provide any basis for the caveat on th. 

TOP S£CRP r Coiitrol log which limited the distribution of the ^7"VO urn- se 
' Rowan, Ellsberg, Moorsteen and Hay (or their designees) nor could he account 
for the delay in entry of either of the sets into the log. 

Best provided a memorandum dated l6 July 1970 from J. L. Butler, 
former TSCO, which listed the individuals attending a conference on 
"Bureaucratic Politics" during July 1970 and who had been authorized access 
to the three TOP SECRET volumes of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. This 
memorandum is quoted verbatim below: 

"16 July 1970 * ~ 

Leslie B. Gelb phoned to give approval to the list of 
participants in the Bureaucracy Conference (7/1° - 7/2*0 
to have access to three (3) volumes of the US - VN 
Relations series, specifically TS-3^7^“B, ” an ' —

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Butler could not recall any instance in her 12 -year tenure as TSCO vhere 
ip 0 P SECREI documents vere "discovered" by her in an individual's safe during 
- a scheduled inventory. All "write ins" vere known to her previous to the 
inventory. 

Butler acknowledged that her normal procedures did not involve a search 
for unlogged classified documents but vas primarily oriented toward verifica¬ 
tion that those items recorded as having been charged out to an individual 
vere in fact in his possession. 

Butler vas shown the inventory sheets for TOP SECRET holdings for Daniel 
El-lsberg in the Fall 1 969 and the Spring of 1970. It vas noted that a 
number of "v>-ite ins" vere reflected on both'these inventories and that.a 
comparison between the access sheets with the TOP SECRET log shoved several 
discrepancies in the dates indicated on the inventory sheets and the dates of 
possession indicated on the access sheets. Butler explained the variations 
by noting that her ’black notebooks" in every instance shoved the dates that 
the IBM cards for the documents vere sent to be key punched and that these 
dates vere always just one or two days after the date of the charge out of 
the document. She said the access sheets vere completely unreliable documents 
since it vas left up to the individual concerned to sign the access sheet to 
indicate his possession of the document. Further^ standing instructions 
provided that once a person had indicated possession of a document on the 
access sheet he vas not again required to sign the access sheet on subsequent 
charge outs. Butier explained that in August 1971 this procedure had been 
changed and a person must now sign the access sheet on each occasion that the 
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document is in his possession. Butler admitted that on a number of occasions 
when an individual failed to sign the access sheet she made an entry for him 
to reflect his possession of the document. She specifically recalled having 
done so for Ellsberg on a number of occctsions end added that she usually only " 
put down the month and the year since she could not alvays be certain of the 
specific day. 

Butler vas emphatic that there vas never an occasion vhen Daniel Ellsberg 
bad received any TOP SECRET documents from her office vithout a record being 
made in the TOP SECRET Control files. She reiterated that by either her 
'black notebooks," an IBM card or a tempomry receipt ("Goldenrcd") used by 
her office, nothing left the TOP SECRET Control office vithout being recorded. 
Butler advised that another change vhich occurred in August 1971 concerning 
. RAND TO? SECRET controls involved the maintenance of historical records of 
TOP SECRET possessions. IBM cards are ncv retained and filed after a document 
is returned to TOP SECRET Control and in the future a historical record of 
access m ay he generated for any R4ND employee or document. 

Butler vas queried concerning Volumes IV. C. 6. (a); IV. C. 6. (b) and 
IV. C. 7* (b) of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study vhich were reflected as 
"vrite ins" on Ellsberg’s TOP SECRET Inventory of 18 November 1969 (see 
paragraj’h 6.b. above). Butler vas shown the access sheets for these volumes 
and it vas pointed out to her that Ellsberg did not reflect access until 
April 1970, no specific date. Butler reiterated that the eccess sheet vas 
. an unreliable document and that Ellsberg apparently failed to sign the access 
sheet in November 1969 . It vas noted that the machine inventory for Spring 
1970 also reflected his possession of these volumes and Butler speculated 
that she may have signed the access sheet on that date as a result of that 
inventory. 

Butler, vhen asked vhy there had been no TOP SECRET inventory of holdings 
by Daniel Ellsberg previous to the Spring inventory of 1969 , said that her 
files did not reflect he had had TOP SECRET material over an inventory period prior 
to that time. She noted, however, that had Ellsberg charged TOP SECRET 
documents out and returned them within an inventory period there would Dot 
have been any historical record of his possession other than the access sheet, 
if he signed it. The only significance of an inventory sheet is that the 
documents listed are those in an individual's possession as of a single 
specific date (the inventory date). Prior to August 1971 vhen it vas decided 
to file the IBM cards as a historical record, possession vas possible between 
the dates of inventory vithout a record of that possession existing. 

Concerning the 18 volumes vhich were turned in by Ellsberg through 
Moorsteen in Kay 1970, Butler advised that she had recovered Ellsberg's 
known TCP SECRET holdings during April 1970 in connection with his termina¬ 
tion from The RAND Corporation and assumption of Consultant status. Subse¬ 
quently, she received a note from Best which she recalled vas dated 20 Kay 
1970, 8:30 A. M., to the effect that Moorsteen had Ellsberg’s papers and that 
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she should pich them up from him. On this occasion she first became aware 
of the additional volumes of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. Sbd receipted 
for these volumes from Moorsteen on 20 Kny 1970 at this point, considered 

the docurv-nts to he logged into The BAND Security system. Further, since, she con 
sidered the additional volumes to he duplicative of the volumes contained in 
the full set vhich had been received from the Office of the Secretary of 
Itefense in October I 9 S 9 she secured the lS volumes in the TOP SECRET Control 
vault area end eventually, in December 1970, posted them to the TCP SECRET 
Control log. Butler vas certain that no one had the documents in their 
possession between the time she recovered them from Moorsteen on 20 Kay 1970 
and the time they were posted to the log in December 1970. She noted further 
that the access sheets for these documents did not reflect that anyone had 
had possession of them from the time they were logged in until after the 
newspaper disclosures in June 1971* 

Concerning the Vf-volume set from the Office of the Secretary of Defense 
received on 3 October 1969 , Butler advised that she personally receipted for 
these documents. She was first made aware that some documents representing 
a study prepared in Washington, D. C., would be received by RAJiD in about 
April 1969 when she accepted a telephone call from Dr. Leslie Gelb in the 
absence of Mr. Henry S. Rowen. IXiring this phone call, of which she hats 
only a vague recollection, Gelb apparently Instructed her concerning a 
limited distribution of these documents. She prepared a Vx 6 M card on which 
she indicated the distribution instructions related by Gelb (see paragraph 
6 .b. ebove). 

Consequently, when the volumes arrived and vei'e logged in, she noted 
this limitation of distribution in the Remarks column of the TOP SECRET log. • 

At that time she recalled, the individuals who were to be permitted access 
were H. Rowen, Daniel Ellsberg, Richard Moorsteen and E. R. Kay (RAKD 
Washington D. C. consultant) or persons designated. 

She said that Gelb may have told her, in April 19^9 that s.ny additional 
distribution would have to be approved by two of the following individuals: 
himself (Gelb), Morton Kalperin or Paul Warnke, however, she said she bad 
never seen anything in writing to this effect. 

In light of these restrictions, on a subsequent date., when she vas 
instructed by Rowen to add Harvey Averch to the access list for these 
volumes, she complied only after Rcwen gave her a written memorandum to this 
effect. 

Butler said that Ellsberg vas the prime user of the 47 - volume set at 
RATO, Santa Monica and that from the time of the arrival of the Study until 
about 23 October 1969 when she finished processing it, he impatiently awaited 
access to these documents. She is certain, however, that he did not have 
possession of any of the volumes of the Study prior to 23 October 1969 when 
she finished processirg them. 
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Ritler stated It had been ircjjressed upon her by Gelb during their 
telephone conversation and later by Ellsberg that the very existence of 
this Study whs highly sensitive and should not be disclosed to any one. As 
a result, Butler recalled that on 8 t least two occasions she denied "^he 
existence of the Study at HAND, once to Mr. Gustave Shubert vho is currently 
a RAND Vice President and kid actually worked on the Study And the other time 
to Mr. James F. Digby, National Security Research Division. 

Butler became concerned vhen she learned that Ellsberg, the only user of 
the Study up to this time, vas leaving since she bad denied the existence of 
this Study to others and now, with his departure, she did not know what to 
do about the Study. She contacted Best and expressed her concern particular¬ 
ly since she had earlier ''lied" to Shubert and Digby. Best contacted Rowen 
and ultimately informed her that she would continue to deny the existence 
of this report at RAND and she would receive their backing in her action. 

Butler did not know of any material stored at RAND Corporation for any 
researcher, either current or former. She said, however, that RAND does 
maintain a warehouse in the basement of their new building and that policy 
provides if a researcher is going away for 30 days or more he must turn in 
all TOP SECRET material; for 90 da^s or more all other classified material 
and, in this latter case if he has unclassified material, it may be stored 
for him. She referred to Mr. Bob Yoder of the warehouse for details con¬ 
cerning any storage of this type. 

^Concerning RAND TS No. 3^3^ (the Wheeler Report) and TS No. 3235 (JCS 
Strategic Analysis) the access sheets to which reflect limited distribution 
and notes "existence of this material is not to be disclosed to anyone," 

Butler said she does not specifically recall this transaction although* 
acknowledges that the handwriting in which the caveat was written is hers. 

She explained that in transactions such as these, it was her habit to accede 
to the request of the individual vho placed the document within RAND control. 

In this case she probably received her instructions concerning the caveat 
from Ellsoerg, vho according to the log, gave her the documents. Distribu¬ 
tion was most likely.added later, again on the instructions of Ellsberg-. She 
noted tliat Ellsberg had written a RAND document of the same title as TS No. ^35. 
The document he prepared was assigned TS No. 32 U 2 . ’ 

Butler obtained a copy of her "black notebooks," t"x6" card, prepared as 
a result of Celt's instructions and the residual material in TS No. 32*68 
(containing the note from Eest and her receipt to Moorsteen) to assist in 
the further review and analysis of RAND's documents. 

10. On 29 September 1971 the "black notebooks" maintained by Butler were 
examined by Special Agents Sharp and Schellhamrcer for the period January 1969 
through June I 970 and were correlated with Ellsberg"s TOP SECRET inventories 
in order to identify the TOP SECRET documents he possessed and determine the 
period he possessed them. The following chart identifies the documents by 
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TOP SEtRUr control numbers; Indicates the date signature card orders were 
forwarded to the key punch facility at RANI); and signifies vhich of the 
inventories, if any, the document vas reflected on.

The titles relating to the above TOP SECRET Control numbers are reflected 
in Attachment 10 to this report. 

11. On 22 September 1971, Mr. Robert E. Yoder, Services Group Supervisor, 

The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California, vas interviewed by Special 
Agent Sharp. Yoder explained that RAND maintains a warehouse where, during 
temporary absences, RAND employees car. store unclassified, personal, and 
private property used by them at RAND. Records in Yoder’s possession 
revealed Mr. Harvey Averch who is presently at the National Science Founda¬ 
tion, Washington, D.C., has 14 boxes of unclassified material stored in the 
warehouse and Mr. Richard Noorsteen who is on a round-the-world trip has 

23 boxes of unclassified material stored in the warehouse. Available records 
received by Yoder did not reveal the dates the boxes of material were placed 
in warehouse storage by Averch and Moorsteen. 

12. On 22 September 1971, Mr. Warren Johnson, Chief of Physical Security, 

The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California was interviewed by Special 
Agent Sharp. Johnson described the security procedures governing the 
storage of private property in RAND warehouses as follows: 

When a RAND employee is going to be away from his office for an extended 
period of time he is permitted to clear his office and store his personal prop¬ 
erty in the RAND warehouse until he returns. The only restriction being that 
no classified or RAND property is included with the stored material. To 
insure that such property is not inadvertently included, RAND Security Person¬ 
nel personally unpack all boxes and examine each document and piece of equip¬ 
ment. If any classified documents or RANT) property is discovered it is removed, 
a report prepared and submitted to the pertinent Assistant Division Chief for 
action. This procedure has been in force at RAND for approximately one year. In tho: 
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cases (where the property vas stored in the RAND warehouse prior to this 
policy, the security infection will he performed before the return of that 
property to the owner. Johnson has no records to indicate if the property 
of either Averch or Moorsteen had been inspected. 

13* On 23 September 1977, Mr. Wayne A. Calhoun, Suporvi sor. of Lock and Key 
Branch, Security Division, The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica,’ California, 
vas interviewed by Special Agent Sharp. After reviewing his records, 

Calhoun advised he could not establish the exact date on which Ellsberg-vas 
issued a safe certified for storage of TOP SECRET material. However, he vas 
able to determine such a safe vas issued to Ellsberg during the period 
3 January I 96 S and 8 April 1969 . The earlier date being the date that a 
new RAND policy vas implemented requiring Hosier safes certified by General 
Services Administration be used for storage of all TOP SECRET material at 
RAND and the latter date representing the date of a Security Division Memo¬ 
randum recording the issue of the Mosler safes. According to that memoran¬ 
dum Ellsberg vas issued Mosler Safe No. R-12866 vhich vas retained by him 
until 13 May 1970 when all TOP SECRET material vas removed from Ellsberg’s 
safe by Messrs. Roven,^Best, Charles Volf Jr., Chief, Economies Division 
and Mass Jan L. Butler of The RAND Corporation. 

U. On 2? September 1971, Mr. Gustave H. Shubert, Vice President New Programs, 
The RAi»D Corporation, Santa Monica, California end Acting President of 
New York City RAND Institute, New York, New York, vas interviewed et RAND, 

Santa Monica, California, by Special Agents Schellhammer and Sharp in the^ 
presence of Dr. Stires. 

Shubert advised he had been interested in and involved vith research and 
studies concerning Vietnam for an extensive period of time vhich predates the 
beginnings of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. While he could not specifi¬ 
cally recall his first discussions, he related that during the winter of 
1906-67 he held several telephone conversations vith Morton Halperin and Mr. 

Ken Roberts, OSD/lSA, concerning research on the Vietnam decision-making 
processes. These discussions initiated by Shubert concerned making such a 
Study at The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica,‘California, as a RAND project. 
While he ViS not privy to the details of its inception, such a Study vas 
eventually initiated at the Pentagon in Washington, D. C., and because of bis 
interests in Vietnam, Shubert vas invited to participate in this Study. 
Specifically, he recalled a Lt Colonel Bob Schweitzer bad been working on 
portions of the Study pertaining to the early period in Vietnam and for some 
reason vas unable to fulfill his commitments. Shubert vas asked if he would 
like to assume responsibility for that portion of the Study and he accepted. 
IXjring the summer 1967 , he prepared a paper entitled "A Study of the Viet Cong" 
at The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California. His colleague and col¬ 
laborator on this Study vas Earvey Averch. Thereafter, he made numerous trips 
back and^forth between Washington, D. C. and Santa Monica until late I 9 S 7 or 
early 1968 performing research and making notes pertaining to two additional 
papers vhich had been assigned to him. Mary Anderson, his assistant, performed 
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one ivo trips to Washington vith him and participated in the research 
process. Thereafter, he returned to BAND and completed his papers. One 
paper war. entitled "Aid for France in Indo-China, 1950-195^" vas completed 
during late 1967 or January 1968 and the other piper "(J. S. Trainin^/of the 
Vietnamese National Army 195^-1959" vas completed in appr oxi 10ately March* 

19'SS. Thereafter, Shubert had no further function on the OSD Vietnam Task. 
Force. Shubert recalled while in Washington he worked in the'office adjacent 
to the Office of the Secretary of Defense. Material germane to his Study was 
filed in certain security containers in that office in the custody of a 
Lieutenant Smith at first end later a Chief Petty Officer Fox. This material 
was readily available to him as needed. There was no charge-out procedure 
for the research material, it was easily removed for duplication and controls 
were essentially non-existent. 

Shuhert specifically recalls using the report on the "Saigon Military 
Mission, 195^-1-955" elso known as the "Lansdale Report" in connection with 
his research efforts. Re recalls making notes from the "Lansdale Report" 
and ultimately having his notes shipped to hire at RAND,Santa Monica, Cali¬ 
fornia, by Colonel Paul Gorman, the Senior Military Officer on the OSD 
Vietnam Task Force Study. Shubert cannot recall th&t the complete "Lansdale 
Report" vas ever sent to him: at RAND,S&nta Monica. While he can visualize 
using the report at the Pentagon be has no memory cf its existence at RAND, 
Santa Monica. This document was among the research material already in the 
OSD Vietnam Task Force Study offices when he arrived and he does not know how- 
it was. obtained or who was responsible for getting the document. Shuhert 
examined the documents currently maintained in the files of The RAND Corpora¬ 
tion TOP SPCRET Control Office pertinent to his studies and while he recog¬ 
nized much of the raterials contained in the files he vas unable to reconstruct 
specific details concerning how it vas handled during the time be prepared his 
papers. 

15- On 22 September 1971, Miss Mary Anderson, Assistant to Mr. Gustave 
Shubert, vas interviewed by Special Agents Schellhamraer and Sharp in the 
presence of Dr. Stires at The RAND Corporation, Santa Monica, California. 

Miss Anderson advised: she assisted Mr. Gustave Shubert in his research 
efforts during the period he vas assigned certain tasks pertaining to the OSD 
Vietnam Task Force Study. On one occasion (23-3I January 1968) she traveled 
to the Pentagon in Washington, D. C. to perform some research. She worked 
with' Colonel Paul Gorman and Major Andrew Simko extracting research data from 
documents maintained in the security containers which held Shubert*s research 
material. Miss Anderson does not recall ever having seen the "Saigon Military 
Mission Report, 195^-^955" vhich is also referred to as the "Lansdale Report" 
but she does recall Shubert talking about the paper when he vas preparing his 
inputs to the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study. She does not know if this report 
vas ever brought to The RAND Corporation in Santa Monica, California, although 
she knows that a number of handwritten notes vhich were generated from the 
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reporl vere sent to RAND, Santa Monica, at Shubert’s request by Gorman.* In 
this regard Miss Anderson vas shov.n a TOP SECRRf log entry TS No. *322^ vhich 
reflected receipt of Si-Si 199^“1995 consisting of 107 pages on 6 March 19&9. 
She recognised this entry as one relating to the "Lonsdale Report," tiovever , 
she reiterated that she vas certain that the "Lonsdale Report" vas not among 
the papers relating to this entry. She speculated that this pntry repre¬ 
sented 107 pages of handwritten notes the initial portion of vhich pertained 
to the "Lonsdale Report" and vere so entitled. She speculated further that 
when Jan Butler, the TSCO received these handwritten notes to log in, she 
logged in 107 pages of material and identified the entire package using the 
initial caption of the material vhich vas SMM 195^~1995« Miss Anderson said 
she had received no security briefing from representatives of the OSD Vietnam. 
Task Force during the period she spent in Washington, D. C. Major Andy Simko 
told her where the material vas and Shubert cautioned her about its sensi¬ 
tivity. She noted that she had done all her vork in the office and had never 
removed or reproduced any of the material she vas using. She does not feel 
that it would have been any problem to remove any of the documents and 
duplicate them if so inclined. Certain materials Shubert wanted sent to him 
at RAND after they departed from Washington, D. C. vere identified to 
Colonel Goman for subsequent shipment and some items vere then reproduced 
by a Chief Petty Officer. Miss Anderson examined the working materials in 
RAND’s files pertaining to Shubert’s inputs to the OSD Vietnam Task Force 
Study, RAND TS Control No. 3220A.-D which vere received at RAND on 
23 February I 96 S and vas unable to reconstruct details of this processing 
vithin the TOP SECRET Control channels. 

16. On 8 October 1971 correspondence from the Director, Security Police, 

The Inspector General, Headquarters USA.F, dated 7 October 1971> concerning 
The RAND Corporation security vas reviewed by Special Agent Schellhanimer. 

The correspondence vas responsive to inquiries made by the OSD General 
Counsel during a briefing on 3 September 1971 find related to classified 
documents for vhich The RAID Corporation had not established an account¬ 
ability record; security containers utilized by the company and microfilm/ 
microfiche holdings of the company. A copy of the letter is attached to 
this report as Attachment 11. - 

17. On 12 October I 97 I, Miss Mary Anderson, The RAND Corporation, Santa 
Monica, California, advised Special Agent Schellhamraer that a thorough 
sear.cb of Mr. Gustave Shubert’s records bad been made in order to establish 
the first dates on vhich discussions concerning a RAND Corporation study on 
the decision-making processes in Vietnam vere discussed. She said a file 
had been created at Mr. Shubert's direction with a memorandum to Mr. Shubert 
from Mr. Harvey Averch dated 20 March 19&7 and entitled "Rand Study of 
National Decision Making during the Vietnam War 1959"i9^?" The memo, RAND 
Memo No. 21^0, alluded to a discussion between Shubert and Averch on 

17 Mar ’67 during vhich the possibilities of a RAND Study of the Vietnam 
decision-making processes vere disucssed. Tnere&fter, on 30“3^ March 29^7. 
Shubert traveled to Washington, D. C. sr.d again discussed the possibilities 
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pf sJch a study vith Mr. Seymour L. Deitchman, Remote Area Conflicts, 
Advanced Research Projects Agency, Washington, D. C. Records also dis¬ 
closed that Shubert traveled to Washington ori 12-13 January 19^7 &n d 
16-18 February 1967 , however, no reference to any discussions concerning 
the Vietnam dec i s j on-r.aki.ng processes vere located. Additionally, no 
record of any discussions on this subject vith Mr. Morton E-alperin or 
Mr. Ken Roberts prior to July 1967 vas found.

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DETAILS 


On 17 August 1971, Lt Colonel John W. Seigle, Coordinator of Army 
Studies, U. S. Army, The Pentagon, Washington, D. C. , was interviewed 
by Special Agents Ralph M. Harris and Jerry C. Sharp to ascertain his 
knowledge concerning the unauthorized disclosure of information or docu¬ 
ments relating to the classified study entitled ’’History of U. S. Decision- 
Making Process on Vietnam Policy - U.S. " Colonel Seigle was advised 
of his rights under Article 31 of the Uniform Code of Military Justice and 
informed of the matter under investigation. He indicated he understood 
his rights and waived his right to have a lawyer present. He advised as 
follows: 

He returned from Vietnam, and on 5 March 1968 was assigned to the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense for International Security 
Affairs (OSD/ISA) as Assistant for Southeast Asia^Affairs, Policy Planning 
Staff. He was immediately placed on full-time loan to the OSD Vietnam 
Task Force and initially worked for a month or two with Colonel Paul F. 
Gorman until Gorman was reassigned to the Paris Peace Talks in Paris, 
France. Subsequently, he worked directly for Dr. Leslie H. Gelb, the 
Chairman of the Task Force, and remained with the Task Force until 
19 August 1968 when he departed to attend the National War College. He 
believed his assignment to the Task Force resulted from his previous 
personal acquaintance with Dr. Gelb and Dr. Morton Halperin, Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, ISA, w'hen all three were graduate students 
at the Harvard Law School. In addition, he was w r ell acquainted with 
Colonel Gorman and had known him in Vietnam. 

The assigned personnel appeared to be very security conscious and the 
OSD Security Office briefed and debriefed Seigle upon his arrival and 
departure from OSD/ISA. Dr. Gelb also briefed him regarding the 
security aspects and sensitivity of the Task Force mission. In effect, he 
was told the over-all classification of the Task Force efforts, and resultant 
papers were Top Secret and were excluded from automatic downgrading. 
Even though some work papers and drafts were not stamped with a security 
classification, Colonel Seigle treated them as Top Secret documents. 

Dr. Gelb promised Seigle anonymity, and stressed several times that 
Seigle would never be identified as the author of any inputs and that he 
should be completely objective in his reporting.

In addition, two part-time typists -- names not recalled -- occasionally 
worked for the Task Force. 

Mr. Johnstone left the Task Force two or three weeks after Seigle 
arrived, and Ullman, Margolis, May, and Bailey worked only part-time. 
The remainder of the research members of the Task Force worked full 
time until their assigned projects were completed or they departed for 
other duties. Seigle was personally acquainted with Colonels Dana G. 

Mead and James F. Edgar, then stationed at the United States Ivlilitary 
Academy, l»est Point, N. Y. , and was responsible for arranging their 
assignment to the OSD Task Force. Mead and Edgar were considered 
capable of performing the necessary research and writing to prepare the 
Task Force inputs. . v 

His first assignment with the Task Force was to evaluate and rewrite 
an input on the Strategic Hamlet Pro gram. The rewrite of that input was 
completed, and he was then given the section entitled The Advisory Effor t 
for editing and finalizing. The next assignment given him was a rewrite 
of the draft input on The Taylor M issi on and A ftermath which had been 
prepared by Dr. Daniel Ellsberg. The Ellsberg input had been dispatched 
,rom Rand, and Seigle had the impression Ellsberg prepared the draft at 
Rand in California. He could provide no further details concerning 
receipt of this draft by the OSD Task Force. 


After completing the rewrite of the Ellsberg input, Dr. Gelb gave him 
several finalized inputs and asked Seigle to prepare a summary and 
analysis section for each group of inputs. Each group of inputs was 
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scheduled to be bound into volumes with a summary and analysis added 
to each volume. Seigle did not remember the specific volumes for 
which he prepared a summary and analysis, and did not know if these 
sections were used as written or revised by Dr. Gelb. Vesser was 
working on the section entitled The Adv is ory Build-Up when Seigle first 
reported to the Task Force. As he recalled, the title of this section 
was changed to T he A dvisory Effort and given to Seigle for final prepara¬ 
tion. The section entitled Orig ins of th e Insurgency was completed by 
Colonel Paul Gorman prior to Gorman's reassignment, and Gillette 
worked on the sections titled U. S. Marines at Da Nang and COMUSM ACV 1 s 
44th Ba ttal i on Decision. Mead and Edgar worked on the Evolution of 
Missions for U. S. Land Forces and The Build-Up sections. 

Ellsberg never visited the OSD Task Force in the Pentagon during 
Seigle's assignment, and Seigle had no direct association with Ellsberg 
during that time. He had previously met Ellsber'g, and believes the 
introduction occurred at the 1963 Counterinsurgency Conference held 
at West Point. This was the only time Seigle ever met Ellsberg, and he 
never associated with him in any manner subsequent to that meeting. 

Most reference and research material used by the OSD Task Force was 
already in the Task Force offices when Colonel Seigle arrived. He had 
occasion to review supplementary research data at The Research Analysis 
Corporation; the U. S. Army Library; Office, Chief of Military History 
(OCMH); Joint Chiefs of Staff Historian's Office; Department of Defense 
Historical Staff Office and the OSD Cable Room Branch. The only 
individual Seigle recalled specifically contacting was Mr. Rudolph A. 
Winnacker, Department of Defense Historical Staff Office. He does not re¬ 
call personally receiving any documents from the agencies and individuals 
contacted and surmized, if such documents were needed, an official, 
receipted transfer would have been made to the OSD Task Force. He never 
had access to the report on The Saigon Military Mission 54/55 (Lansdale 
Report). He had access to a series of documents known as the "McNaughton 
Notebooks." These notebooks were extremely sensitive and were retained 
by Dr. Gelb with very limited access being granted OSD Task Force personnel. 
Mr. Mitchell is believed to have taken possession of the McNaughton Notebooks 
after Dr. Gelb returned to his OSD/ISA office during approximately July 1968. 
All other reference material in the OSD Task Force offices was available 
to all Task Force members without restriction. Admission to the office 
was by personal recognition, and all personnel used the reference material 
within the office without any formal classified document control paperwork. 

All documents, work papers, and reference material, even if not classified, 
were secured in safes at night or when not in use.

Copies of his inputs or the inputs of others were not promised 
him and he retained none on departure from the OSD Task Force. 

After their purposes were served, he or the Task Force administrative 
staff destroyed all his notes and rough drafts. The finalized approved 
inputs were prepared in original only, and a copy of the back-up 
documents was appended thereto when submitted to Dr. Gelb. The 
disposition of the original inputs and the support documents was 
unknown to Colonel Seigle. The term "ribbon copy" was not familiar, 
to Seigle. The research documents and source documents remained in 
safes in the OSD Task Force offices, and final disposition had not 
been made when Seigle departed from the OSD Task Force assignment. 

As the inputs were approved by Dr. Gelb, they were usually given 
to the civilian secretaries who made four or five xerox copies. 

Generally, the Xerox machine in the office was used; but frequently 
other Xerox machines in other DoD offices, such as the Cable Room, 
would be used for reproduction. As completed volumes of the study 
were xeroxed, they were given to Chief Donald E. Fox, USN, to 
assemble and bind in preprinted blue covers already in the office when 
Seigle arrived. The finished volumes of the study were fastened with a 
"white plastic spiral binder." As the finished volumes were bound, one 
copy was given to Dr. Gelb and the remaining three or four copies 
placed by volume in safes located in the OSD Task Force offices. V. hen 
he departed in August 1968, Colonel Seigle recalled some 40 volumes 
of the study had been completed and bound. At the time of his departure 
from the Task Force, none of the drafts or completed volumes of the 
study had been entered into the OSD Classified Document Control since 
they were still considered working papers and retained under control of 
the OSD Task Force and Dr. Gelb. 

During Colonel Seigle’s assignment the OSD Task Force worked in 
several locations within the Pentagon. Initially their offices were located 
adjacent to the Military Assistant to the Secretary of Defense, and Dr. 
Gelb had his office directly across the hall. Some time during July 1968, 
exact date not recalled, the Task Force moved their operations to offices 
in C-Ring, 2d Floor, between the 2d and 3d corridors. This move 
occurred at the same time Dr. Gelb returned to his regular office in 
OSD/ISA on the 4th Floor. Subsequently, the Task Force again moved 
to a 2d Floor E-Ring conference room between the 2d and 3d corridors. 

Lt Colonels Mead and Edgar also worked until late summer 1968 on 
the 4th floor in offices of the OSD/ISA. 
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During his assignment to the OSD Task Force, no one to Seigle’s 
knowledge was permitted to remove classified documents or to work 
on the project outside the OSD Task Force offices except to gather 
research data from other agencies. 

Seigle returned on TDY to the Pentagon on 1 December 1968 to 
assist in writing an article on the Vietnam War for General Westmore¬ 
land, and remained until 21 January 1969. During this period he stopped 
at the offices of the Policy Planning Staff and saw Chief Fox with 
several sealed boxes. Chief Fox informed Seigle the boxes contained 
volumes of the study and were being dispatched to **Rand on the V* est 
Coast. n Seigle and Fox voiced concern that a copy of the Top Secret 
study would be furnished to Rand. He knew of no one else who received 
a copy of the Wtudy, although he had heard rumors from unknown sources 
that Mr. PaulWarnke, Assistant Secretary of Defense for International 
i / Security Affairs and the OSD/ISA office were each to receive a copy. 

He also heard from an unrecalled source that the OSD/ISA copy was later 
recalled after the press release of the study was made on 13 June 1971. 
Colonel Seigle was unaware of any unauthorized disclosure of the 
contents of the OSD Study while he was assigned to the Task Force, but 
he recalled that several members of the U. S. Military and OSD Staffs, 
who were not Task Force members, mentioned the study to him. He 
was of the impression they were aw>are of at least some ramifications 
of the project to include the knowledge he was working on the study. It 
appeared some of those individuals had expressed knowledge of the study 
in an unsuccessful attempt to elicit additional information from him. 

The names of these individuals are no longer recalled by Colonel Seigle. 
On one occasion he attended a party at the invitation of Mr. Thomas 
Scovilfe, OCMH, to celebrate Colonel Bob Montague’s selection for 
promotion to Brigadier General. While at the party, Scoville indicated 
he knew Seigle had prepared the section on the Advisory Effort. 

Scoville did not further discuss the matter, but said he would like to 
call Seigle later to discuss Vietnam pacification. Seigle did not know* 
if Scoville 1 s interest was official, personal, or private; therefore, he 
did not respond to Scoville* s request and the topic was dropped. He 
has not discussed the matter with Scoville, and Scoville has not 
re-contacted him. 

The source of Scoville*s information regarding the author of the 
Advisory Effort section is unknown; and since no follow'-up was made by 
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Scoville, Seigle did not report the incident to Dr. Gelb. During 
Seigle’s assignment to the OSD Task Force, Dr. Gelb implied that 
unidentified representatives of the Washington Center for Foreign 
Policy Research," a civilian Washington, D. C. firm were aware of 
the study. Dr. Gelb's source for this information was unknown and 
Seigle was unaware of the basis for the comment. 

During a discussion with members of the OSD Task Force, a passing 
comment was made to the effect that "Ellsberg and who knows who 
else may be making personal copies of the study." In the opinion of 
Seigle, the comment was unsubstantiated and he cannot recall who made 
it or the identities of the Task Force members who participated in the 
discussion. 

Seigle has not discussed the OSD Task Force Study with anyone other 
than members and former members of the Task'Force. He knows of no 
contact by the press with any members of the Task Force and was 
unaware the press had obtained information on the study until the press 
release was made on 13 June 1971. Subsequent to the press release, 
he contacted Dr. Gelb, Colonel Gillette, Colonels Mead and Simons 
to secure their reactions; the consensus was that only Ellsberg would 
have been capable of such actions. Consensus was based upon personal 
opinion, and Seigle was unaware of any information to support this 
conclu s ion.

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SUMMARY 

Mr. John (NMI) Por.turo, Institute for Defense Analyses (IDA), Washington, D.C. 
was assigned to OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study Group) from December 1967 
to April 1968. He prepared a monograph on the Air War in the North, and his last 
assignment was to critically review Dr. Daniel Ellsbe rg’s input on the '1961/1962 
Kennedy Decisions and the Taylor Mission. " During discussions with Ellsberg in 
February or Ivfarch 1968 regarding this input, it was obvious that Ellsberg had lost 
his objectivity, considered the Vietnam War a "doomsday affair, " and was extreme¬ 
ly critical of the U. S. position. Ponturo recognized papers marked "Ponturo Notes’. 1 
as a copy of his original notes for a "crisis study" prepared for the Weapons 
System's Evaluation Group (WSEG). He was unaware these notes had been provided 
Rand, and could not recall their being used by the Gelb Study Group. The Gulf Oi 
Tonkin Study prepared by Ponturo in 1964 was the only WSEG Study known to have 
been used by the Gelb Study Group. No summaries of the Gulf of Tonkin Study were 
known to have been made, but he considered it likely in view of Senator Fulbright’s 
subsequent hearing on the incident. Ponturo denied ever working on NS AM 273 and 
was unfamiliar with that section. He recognized the draft on the Air Vt <*r contained 
in a large green three-ring notebook as a xerox copy of his original, but had never 
seen the notebook while assigned to the Study Group. A copy of Ponturo's input was 
provided IDA under terms of a task order, and a separate IDA study was made, 
based upon this input. Ponturo has never discussed the OSD Vietnam Study with any 
unauthorized personnel, and has never been asked any questions concerning the 
Study or his input. On two occasions since the 13 June 19 <1 publicity, representa¬ 
tives of the press have telephonically contacted his office and residence, but he did 
not return these calls and is unaware if these concerned the OSD Vietnam Study or 


the earlier Gulf of Tonkin incident. 
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DETAILS 


On 25 August 1971, Mr. John (NMN) Ponturo, consultant. Inter¬ 
national Studies Division, Institute for Defense Analyses (LOA), 

Washington, D. C. was interviewed to determine his knowledge concerning 
the unauthorized disclosure of information or documents relating to the 
classified study entitled, "History of U. S. Decision-Making Process on 
Vietnam Policy-U.S." Mr. Ponturo stated essentially as follows: 

He was initially assigned to the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study 
Group) in December 1967 and remained with the Study Group until 
approximately April 1968. When first assigned, he was briefed by Dr. 
Leslie H. Gelb on the sensitive nature of the project and specifically told 
not to discuss it with anyone outside the Study Group. Dr. Gelb told him 
to prepare a monograph on the Air War in the Noflh for the period July 
19651o 1967. His principle duty consisted of preparing this monograph, 
but in approximately February or March 1968. he was asked by Dr. Gelb 
to review and comment on Dr. Daniel Ellsberg's input concerning the 
-1961/1962 Kennedy Decisions and Taylor Mission". He recalled Dr. Gelb 
had been very dissatisfied with Ellsberg's work and had directed Ellsberg 
to "produce or else". As a result of these urgings, Ellsberg had dictated 
a "several hundred" page document which had been submitted to Dr. Gelb 
from Rand, California. Dr. Gelb was very disappointed with the input, 
and at Dr. Gelb's reouest, Ponturo prepared a 10 or 12 page critical 
review and analysis of the input. The input from Ellsberg was extremely 
unprofessional, poorly written and devoted entirely too much attention to 
the era prior to the more critical Kennedy decisions in 1961. Ellsberg 
was brought into the Pentagon to discuss the input and Ponturo recalled 
several arguments with Ellsberg over his approach and overall direction. 
During these discussions, Ellsberg was extremely critical of the United 
States position and considered the Vietnam War a "doomsday' type 
situation. Ellsberg gave no indication he intended to provide unauthorized 
personnel with information concerning the Study, but Ponturo, Dr. Gelb, 
and Colonel Gorman were well aware of his changed attitude, lack of 
objectivity and dissatisfaction with the U. S. position on Vietnam. 
Ellsberg's input was discussed with Dr. Gelb, w'ho apparently agreed 
with Ponturo’s evaluation since he "canned" Ellsberg almost immediately ^ 
thereafter. Mr. Howard M. Margolis from EDA was assigned to ' salvage 
the Ellsberg input, and shortly after his arrival, Ellsberg returned again 
from Rand for a very short period of time to discuss the input with 













Margolis. This was the last time Ponturo ever saw Ellsberg in the Task 
Force office. He and other members of the Task Force, whose names 
he cannot now recall, believed that Ellsberg during these last visits to 
the Pentagon was preparing memorandums from material, not further 
identified, available to him in OSD/ISA. At the time, they did not 
believe that any of this material Ellsberg was reportedly using in OSD/ISA 
related in any way to the Study being prepared by the OSD Task Force, 
but considered it was probably for a separate Rand/DoD Study. Ponturo 
was under the impression that Ellsberg very likely obtained this material 
through his friendship with Dr. Morton H. Halperin, OSD/ISA. 

He reviewed a Task Force status report dated 23 November 1967 
which reflected his name as the author of "NSAM 273”. He categorically 
denied ever having prepared any inputs concerning NSAM 273 and was 
unfamiliar with the content of that section. He reviewed a folder con¬ 
taining xerox papers marked n Ponturo Notes”. These papers are stamped 
in the margin with the word n Rand”. Ponturo recalled he had prepared the 
original of these notes while assigned to the Weapons Systems Evaluation 
Group (WSEG). The notes related to a f ’crisis study” he had prepared for 
WSEG. For some reason, this particular study was never published, and 
he believed the notes had been left in a safe in WSEG when he discontinued 
his work with WSEG. He could not specifically recall ever using these 
notes with the Gelb Study Group but considered it entirely possible that in 
discussions with Dr. Gelb, he may have referred to them or even obtained 
them from WSEG to show Dr. Gelb. He was positive he had never made 
any xerox copies of these notes and was not aware that xerox copies had 
been made or subsequently provided Rand. He expressed surprise this 
would be done without his knowledge or consent since they represented his 
working notes and papers prepared for WSEG. He was completely unaware 
of how or where his name was entered on the notes and was unfamiliar 
with any of the markings on the xerox copy. After careful review', he 
recognized all individual pages as copies from his own original notes 
except the last three pages which concerned a completely separate and 
unfamiliar WSEG document. 

The only known WSEG Study to which the Gelb Study Group had access 
was the "Gulf of Tonkin Study," which Ponturo had prepared during 1964. 
This Study, the "McNaughton notebooks" and a sensitive Study regarding 
Laos were personally retained by Dr. Gelb. Personnel assigned to the 
Task Force could use this material but only with the personal approval of 
Dr. Gelb. While Ponturo had written the Gulf of Tonkin Study he was 
unaware of any summaries ever being made from the Study, but considered 
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it likely summaries of the Study may have been made for Secretary 
McNamara or other OSD officials as a result of Senator Fulbright* s 
subsequent hearings on the incident. Copies of the Gulf of Tonkin Study 
were available in 1964 to Assistant Secretary McNaughton, OSD/ISA 
and it was presumably available to EUsberg who was then assigned to 
OSD/ISA. 

He reviewed a draft of the Air War 1965 to 1967 contained in a large 
green three-ring notebook and identified the draft as a xerox copy of his 
original copy. He was unaware the draft had been placed in the notebook 
and had never seen such a notebook while assigned to the Study Group. 
Ponturo reviewed the completed section on the Air War as contained in 
the final Study, and noted it had been changed considerably and expanded 
from his original draft. 

When he was first assigned to the Study, IDA^obtained a Task Order 
in compliance with their contract which permitted him to work for the 
Gelb Study Group. The decision was made by Assistant Secretary 
Halperin, Dr. Gelb, Assistant Secretary Warnke and General Maxwell D. 
Taylor, U.S.A. (Retired), President of IDA, that IDA would be provided 
a copy of his input. At the same time Ponturo 1 s immediate supervisor, 

Mr. Chester L. Cooper, Mr. Walter Hahn, and General Taylor, all of 
IDA, were granted permission to review his product to insure it met IDA 
requirements. In this manner his w’ork was actually accomplished for IDA 
under a specific task force order number and was available for IDA ! s use. 
Mr. Walter Hahn, International Studies Division, IDA subsequently 
edited his input and prepared it in IDA format for permanent retention 
by IDA. 

During his assignment to the Gelb Study Group, he had a Top Secret 
security clearance and believed he may have had a special intelligence 
(SI) clearance. He continues to hold a valid Top Secret SI clearance as a 
result of his present employment w'ith IDA. 

In addition to Margolis and himself, two other IDA personnel were 
assigned to the Gelb Study Group at various times during this period. M.r. 
Edward C. Janicik, who is no longer employed by IDA, had worked 
primarily on the movement of ground forces, force withdrawal and 
evolution of the ground war. Dr. Paul H. Johnstone, who has since 
retired from IDA, was primarily concerned w r ith the Vietnam pacification 
problems duringthe 1962-1964 period. He was positive Mr. Charles E. 
Fritz; IDA, never worked with the Gelb Study Group but was aware some of 
Fritz's earlier WSEG studies relating to "Flaming Darts'* and "Rolling 
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Thunder" were used by the Study Group. He recalled other personnel 
assigned to the Task Force at that time:

In addition, there were two secretaries, names not recalled, and a 
Chief Donald E. Fox, USN, handling the administrative support for the 
Study Group. 

Ponturo accomplished the majority of his work on his input in the 
Study Group office at the Pentagon but while uncertain, considered it 
probable that some of his work on his input was done at IDA. Upon 
completion of his input, he provided the draft in approximately February 
1968 to Dr. Gelb, who reproduced an unknown number of copies for 
immediate office use. The original was handcarried by Ponturo to IDA 
where it was reviewed and commented upon by Mr. Cooper and General 
Taylor. It was very possible he had taken draft notes and other research 
data to IDA during this time but did not believe any of this material 
other than the subsequent IDA Study w r hich was made from his original 
input was retained at IDA.

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Prior to his de|^ture from the Gelb Study Gro^^ he had seen 
two or three volumes of the OSD Study in blue covers on a desk in the 
Group's office, however, he was unaware of how these volumes were 
bound or what they actually contained. In addition, he was unaware of 
the intended distribution of the Study but had the impression that only 
four copies would be made for very limited distribution. Some months 
later while doing some research on a separate LDA/DoD project con¬ 
cerning Australia, he was in Dr. Gelb's office in OSD/ISA and noticed 
many volumes of the same blue bound Study in the office. He asked Gelb 
what was being done on the Study and Gelb informed him that the volumes 
were being reproduced for distribution. Dr. Gelb refused to say who was 
being provided copies and would not discuss the distribution with Ponturo. 

Ponturo was not aware of any personal difficulties or conflicts within 
the Gelb Study Group and to his knowledge none of the participants had 
ever expressed any desire not to be identified with the Study. At no time 
was Ponturo promised anonymity however, it was Ponturo’s impression 
that.no individuals would be cited by name and it was to be a Group effort 
under the leadership of Dr. Gelb. 

Assigned personnel were free to use the research and background 

material within the office except for the sensitive material previously 

mentioned, which was per sonally retained by Dr. Gelb. Initially, 

members freely exchanged ideas, and discussed their respective inputs 

within the office area; however, Dr. Gelb and Col Gorman subsequently 

discouraged this to prevent individual members from becoming overly 

knowledgeable of the entire study. 

- 

Ponturo’s input and draft copy was classified Top Secret and handled 
as such, both within the Study Group and by IDA. He was unaware of any 
internal classified controls used by Dr. Gelb but was aware of his Top 
Secret draft being placed under security control at IDA. 

He first became acquainted with Dr. Daniel Ellsberg in 1963 or 1964 
when Ellsberg, a Rand consultant, became involved with a Contingency 
Coordinating Study for the Department of Defense, and discussed "Crisis 
Studies" and other decision-making processes with Ponturo at WSEG. 

On several occasions during 1963 or 1964 Ellsberg was seen in the 
National Military Command Center and Ponturo recalled one specific 
incident where Ellsberg telephonically obtained information from Vietnam 
for the Center. Ponturo had only this very limited official association 
with Ellsberg other than his discussions with Ellsberg in February or 
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March 1968 as previously mentioned. This was the last time Ponturo 
met or talked with Ellsberg and he has had no association with him since 
that time. 

•Ponturo was unaware of any material concerning the Study being 
dispatched to Rand or having been given to Ellsberg. He was aware that 
Colonel Simons and Dr. Gurtov had worked on part of the Study at Rand, 
California and presumed that some research and background material 
must have been available to them at that time in California. 

Ponturo has never discussed the contents of the Gelb Study or his 
input with any unauthorized personnel and has never been asked questions 
concerning the Study by anyone. On 14 June 1971, Ponturo's IDA office 
was telephonically contacted by Anthony Bostin of the New York Times. 

On another occasion, exact date not recalled, a Mr. James Polk, 
representative of the AP Wire Service, telephorAcally contacted his 
residence. Ponturo never returned either of these calls and has no 
intention of discussing the OSD Vietnam Study or any other official matter 
with representatives of the press. Ponturo was not certain that the 
above cited attempts actually concerned the OSD Vietnam Study, since 
he has been previously cited by name in the Senator Eulbright hearings 
concerning the Gulf of Tonkin incident, and it is considered entirely 
possible that the press representatives may have been concerned with 
this earlier incident. He had no direct knowledge of any former Task 
Force members being contacted concerning their work on the OSD Vietnam 
Study but he had heard that Dr. Janicik had been approached by 
unidentified person(s) with some vague reference to the Study. 

Mr. Margolis told Ponturo that a representative of Jack Anderson, 
columnist with The Washington Post, had called the IDA office for 
Margolis on approximately 11 August 1971. Margolis said he had refused 
to talk with the press representative and the purpose of the call was not 
known.

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SUMMARY 


Lt Colonel Cornelius Joseph Gearin, U. S. Army, was interviewed after 
being advised of his rights and waiving his right to have a lawyer present. 
He was an OSD Vietnam Task Force member from June to October 1967 
and during this time prepared a chronological history of Vietnam events 
for the periods 1953-1954 and 1963-1964 to include^the analyses. 
Generally he worked alone but he coordinated some related work with 
Melvin Gurtov, another Task Force member. All of his work was sub¬ 
mitted to Col Paul Gorman for review. No Task Force papers have been 
retained by Gearin, nor has he seen published volumes of the Task Force 
report. He knows Ellsberg personally having initially met him as a 
member of the Task Force. They worked in separate offices, therefore 
he had little or no knowledge of Ellsberg 1 s activities. While the majority 
of his association with Ellsberg was limited to office contact only, he 
recalls talking with Ellsberg at the Joint Arms Seminar, Cambridge, 
Mass, in November 1970 after Ellsberg delivered a speech. Their con¬ 
versation concerned ,T war stories” about Vietnam since Gearin had 
recently returned from that area. Gearin has made no unauthorized 
disclosure of any material or information relating to the Task Force 
report to anyone nor has he been approached to furnish such information. 
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Cornelius Joseph Gearin, Lt Colonel, U. S. Army, | ^Chief 

of Mutual and Balanced Force Reductions Team, Office of the Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Operations, U. S. Army, was interviewed by Special Agents 
William L. Richards and John H. Kramb on 19 August 1971 after being 
advised of his rights under Article 31, UCMJ, the nature of the matter under 
investigation, and of his right to consult with a lawyer. He acknowledged 
that he understood his rights and waived his right to have a lawyer present. 

Lt Colonel Gearin advised essentially as follows: 

He was assigned to the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study Group) 
from approximately June to mid-October 1967 on temporary duty from his 
instructor assignment at the U. S. Army Command and General Staff College, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kansas. Gearin received orders for the temporary assign¬ 
ment after Lt Colonel Robert Gard, Special Assistant to the Secretary of 
Defense contacted the college and requested him because he was considered 
an expert on Vietnam. Gearin was briefed by Colonel Paul Gorman, a Task 
Force*rnember, and Dr. Leslie Gelb, Task Force Chairman, regarding the 
over-all parameters of the study and that different people were working on 
different periods of time as well as area topics. Gearin was assigned to 
prepare a chronological history of Vietnam events for the periods 1953-54 
and 1963-64. Gelb reserved the right to edit and review Gearin's work; and 
although it never happened to Gearin, members were supposed to see their 
edited work. Gearin f s only discussions concerning the over-all study were 
limited to Gelb and Gorman with whom he had daily contact. 

Gearin wrote out ail original drafts and gave them to one of the secre¬ 
taries, either Anne R. Wassil or Margaret S. Enright, for typing; however, 
he could not recall the number of draft copies prepared from his handwritten 
drafts. He submitted his input to Gorman for review in draft, double-spaced 
type form. After proofing his typed drafts, he placed all of his handwritten 
notes and any retyped papers in the burn bag for destruction. He did not 
receive a carbon copy of his input. After each section of the chronological 
history, Gearin prepared an analysis. 

Gearin worked almost exclusively alone; however, some related work 
regarding the Geneva Convention was coordinated with Melvin Gurtov, a 
Task Force member. This effort included review of cable files at the State 
Department. His work was conducted in one of the rooms assigned to the 
Task Force in the OSD suite, the Pentagon. 

Morton Halperin, Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense (Policy, Plans 
and Arms Control), International Security Affairs, Gelb, Gorman, Philip A. 
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Odeen and he participated in a round-table discussion of Gurtov's input. 

This was the only time Gearin participated in the review of another member's 
work. Gurtov’s papers were in a black three-ring notebook, and he assumed 
they were in final draft form. 


In addition to those mentioned above, a Dr. William W. Kaufman, 
Professor atMIT, worked a short time during the early period of the Task 
Force. Dr. Kaufman did review some papers of the members, but Gearin 
does not believe Kaufman authored any reports. Kaufman is a close, personal 
friend to the then Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara. Gearin believed 
Kaufman became disenchanted with the project, reason unknown, and left the 
program. 

Gearin knows Ellsberg personally, having initially met him as a member 
of the Task Force Group. Their conversation was general in nature, and 
never-included content of the Task Force work. FTlsberg worked on the Task 
Force across the hall from Gearin in an office with Richard Moorsteen, a 
Rand consultant. Subsequent to the-Task Force, he saw Ellsberg at the Joint 
Arms Seminar, Cambridge, Massachusetts both in 1969 and November 1970. 

In 1969 he did not talk with Ellsberg, but Ellsberg gave a presentation at the 
November 1970 Seminar and Gearin spoke with him briefly after this. Their 
discussion in November 1970 centered around Vietnam "war stories" since 
Gearin had recently returned from that area. He described Ellsberg as a 
"spoiled brat" who thought he knew more than others, and considers Ellsberg's 
actions of releasing classified information, if true, as traitorous. Ellsberg, 
during some of their discussions on Vietnam, did not question the morality 
of the war but, rather, the mechanics of its prosecution. 

Gearin has retained no papers prepared in connection with the Task Force 
and has not had access to the final published volumes of the Vietnam Task 
Force report. He is unaware of any security censures meted out to any 
member of the Task Force Group. Gearin has made no unauthorized dis¬ 
closure of any material or information relating to the Task Force report to 
anyone nor has he been approached to furnish such information.

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SUMMARY 


Lt Colonel Vesser, after being advised of his rights and waiving his 
right to have a lawyer present was interviewed at Fort Knox, Kentucky., 
Vesser worked with the OSD Vietnam Task Force (£Vclb Study Group) 
during April 1968. He was briefed by Dr. Gelb on IFc sensitivity of — 
this study and its highly classified aspect. Vesser collaborated with 
Major Cooke and .Lt Col Seigle on the "Advisory Build-up” volume of 
the study. His drafts, after rewrite and submission to Seigle, were 
destroyed by Vesser. He noted strict security control was exercised by 
Gelb over the "McNaughton Papers” and McNamara briefing books. 

Vesser gained the impression that the contract civilian task force members 
were ”too interested” in material not connected with their assigned 
topics and had the unsubstantiated belief that they were removing some 
of this material. Vesser knows Ellsbcrg, having met him in Vietnam 
din ing 1966-67. In February 1970, during a conversation with Ellsbcrg, 
Vesser noted him to be "troubled.” At that time, Ellsbcrg stated that 
the’ncw administration would "get us out of the war" and "set new national 
priorities." Vesser has noted no publication to date in The New York 
Times of his portion of the study. Vesser has made no unauthorized 
disclosure of any material or information relating to the Gelb Study to 
anyone. 
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DETAILS 


1. On 20 August 1971, Special Agents Herbert S. /owkes, Jr. , and 
Paul T. Spalla interviewed Lt Colonel Dale AJ lcru/Ve sser, ^ 

USA, Chief, Leadership Division, U. S. Army Armor School, Fort 
Knox, Kentucky, to develop detailed information and reconstruct the 
origin, composition, and activities of the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gclb 
Study Group). Prior to his interview, Vesser was advised of his rights 
under Article 31 , UCMJ, informed of the nature of the matter under 
investigation, and told he could have a lawyer present either retained or 
appointed. lie indicated he understood his rights and waived his right to 
have a lawyer present. He stated substantially as follows: 


During either December 19&7 or January 1968,.while he was assigned 
to the Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Systems Analysis), he 
was contacted by Colonel Paul Gorman, U. S. Army, who told him of the 
Gelb Study Group and that because of his recent assignment in Vietnam, he 
could make a valuable contribution to the Study. Gorman said the Study 
was a history of the war in Vietnam and Dr. Leslie Gelb was Chairman of 
the Study Group. Vesser’s assignment to the Gel b Study Group wa s delayed 
until April 1968 because his Chief, Dr. Victor K. Heyman, did not want to 
release him. It was finally agreed between Gelb and Heyman that Vesser 
would be assigned to the Study Group from 2-30 April 1968. 


When he reported to the Study Group, Gorman briefed him on the 
sen-sitivity of the Study and its highly classified aspect, but he has no 
recollection of signing a Briefing Certificate. He did not recall anyone 
telling him of Secretary McNamara’s guidelines regarding the scope of 
the Study nor did he recall Gelb stating the writings would be anonymous. 


Vesser worked with the then Major Charles M. Cook, now a civilian, 
and Lt Colonel John W. Seiglc. The three collaborated on what he 
identified as Volume IV. B(2) of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Report 
entitled ’’Advisory Build-up.” He worked independently from all other 
groups, fulltime on this study. He recalled considerable pressure to 
produce his volume on time and it was finally prepared after a series of 
seminars with Cooke, Seigle and Gelb. He prepared three handwritten 
drafts which were typed and submitted to Seigle. They were subsequently 
typed into one finished draft, in an original and one copy. Each time a draft 
was retyped, the previous draft was destroyed. He gave an original and 
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one copy of the final draft to Seiglc and assumed Seigle gave them to 
Gelb. His only recollection of his finished material was a remark Seigle 
made to him that his draft went into the final product unchanged. 

Vesscr has no papers in his possession connected with this Study. All 
of his notes were given to Chief Petty Officer Fox for destruction. 

He has ho specific memory of what the various group members pre¬ 
pared by topic. However, he did recall that certain group members 
requested him to read their papers and asking for his opinion, since he 
had recently been assigned to Vietnam. 

Someone (name not recalled) told him 5 copies of the Study were to be 
printed. He never saw any of the volumes in final form, nor did he know 
the number of volumes printed or their distribution’.^ In April 19^8, ^ 

during a casual conversation, he asked Gorman concerning the amount 
of material prepared and where it was going. By reply, Gorman pointed 
out a bottom safe drawer in his office and said the work to date filled that 
drawer. No further comment was made. 

In regard to reproduction of study source documents, Vesser requested 
xerox copies of certain documents that he needed for his writing. CPO 
Fox accomplished these xerox copies for him and maintained the files of 
the duplicated material after Vesser was through with it. 

Vesser gained a general impression that the contract civilians who 
worked on this study were n too interested” in material not connected with 
their assigned topics, and he had the unsubstantiated belief these 
individuals were removing some of this type of material. He could furnish 
no specific details nor identities of the individuals involved. 

Vesser had access to, and used some of the material in, the "McNaughton 
Papers” and the McNamara briefing books. Gelb.maintained very strict 
security controls over this material and he always reviewed it in Gelb's 
office. He did not reproduce any documents from either of these two files 

of material.

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Vesser knows Ellsberg, having first met him in 1966-1967 when • 

Ellsberg was in Vietnam at the same time as Vesser. He had no recollec¬ 
tion of Ellsberg being on the Study Group. He described Ellsberg as a 
"coordinator” rather than as an original contributor, meaning he did not 
believe Ellsberg prepared anything original, but rather ,! coordinated” on 
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other people's products. In February 1970, when Ellsberg worked for 
Mr. Morton Ilalperin. Vcsser and Ellsberg met at a conference and had 
a very casual, short discussion. Vesser gained the impress ion at that 
time that Ellsberg was "troubled." but he could not define Ellsberg s 
problem. During this lime, Ellsberg was working on a document 
entitled "State of the World Assessment," which was to answer critical 
questions, one of which was Vietnam. Ellsberg's attitude was that the 
new Administration was going to "get us out of the war an sc new 
national priorities." Vesser did not believe Ellsberg said anything 
critical regarding the conduct of the Vietnam war during the discussion. 

He doubted Ellsberg knew that he (Vesser) was on the Study Group. 

Vesser has never been contacted by anyone from the press or other 
media and does not know if any other members have-been contacted. lie _ 
has reviewed the articles in the New York Times and he has not seen 
anything he wrote, in print. He has made no unauthorized disclosure of any 
material or information relating to the Gelb Study to anyone. 

When Vesser was asked if he could identify administrative personnel 
• on the Study Group, he identified Chief Petty Officer Fox as the 

Administrative Chief for Dr. Gelb and Marine Sgt Karla Von Ilubcn and 
Barbara Zhi.-i njcwska, as the only two typists he could recall by name.

Karla Gail Von Hubcn, former U. S. Marine Sergeant, served as a clerk- 
typist with tlie Gelb Study Group from approximately April to August 1968, She 
advised she typed drafts, took some dictation, and made Xerox reproductions. 
Shorlly after her assignment, she began to receive finaTureports from CPQ.Fox 
for Xerox reproduction, which she believed she accomplished in five copies, 
returning all copies and original reports to Fox. She did not recall titles,number 
of separate reports, or pages involved in this reproduction. She conceded that 
other group members could have had access to the Xerox copier, since it was in 
a separate room, adjacent to her work area. Von Huben never observed anyone 
talking material from the office, nor did she ever reproduce any source material 
or drafts for anyone. She believed the group members with whom she had contact 
to be extremely security conscious. She did not know Daniel Ellsberg, and was not

On 24 August 19?1, Karla Gail Von Huben, formerly on active duty as a 
U. S. Marine Sergeant, was interviewed at the U. S. Marine Air Station, 
Quantico, Virginia, by Special Agents Herbert S. Fowkes, Jr., and Paul T.

April to August 1968 as a elerk-typist. Ll Colonel John W. Scigle, U. S. Army 
supervised her work consisting of typing, dictation, and Xerox reproduction. 
She received no formal security briefing, but was advised by Seiglc that every¬ 
one must ’keep their mouths shut" due to the sensitivity of the study, which 
was being accomplished for Mr. McNamara, Secretary of Defense. 


She noted that those with whom she worked, specifically Scigle, CPO Donald 
Fox, and Margaret Enright, were extremely security conscious. Further, the 
study group writers, certain of whom were located near her working area, 
appeared to conscientiously control and safeguard their notes and drafts by 
securing their material in the safes provided. 


Normally, Von Huben received her typing work (handwritten drafts and 
retypes) from Seiglc or Fox. It was not unusual, however, for her to receive 
individual typing jobs from various authors. She" could not recall the content 
of any documr its she received. 


As part of her job, she received considerable material from Fox, and no 
one else, to Xerox. Shortly after her assignment, she began to receive final 
reports of the study from Fox for Xerox reproduction. She took these reports 
(one original copy, single - spaced, on bond) to the reproduction room located 
in the 1-E-ring in the Pentagon (room number unknown) where she utilized a 
Xerox-2400 copier with collator. She believed she could have reproduced 
these documents in five copies, although she is not certain. She returned all 
copies to Fox with the original reports. She did not recall the titles, number 
of volumes, or number of pages involved in this Xerox work, and would not 
recognizd them even if displayed to her. She did not punch or spiral-bind any 
of the reproduced work and believed if they were, Fox must have done it. She 
recalled seeing one volume of the study in a blue binder with spiral fastening 
but she did not note the title. She conceded that others in the study group could 
have used the Xerox copier, since it was in a separate room adjacent to her 
work area. 
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She left the group on an unrecalled date in August 1968 and returned to 
OSD International Security Affairs (OASD/ISA) where she had been assigned 
previously as a typist for-Kenneth E. Roberts, Foreign Affairs Officer. Her 


enlistment expired 11 October 1968, at which time she returned to civilian status. 


Von Huben never observed anyone taking material from the office and did 
not recall making Xerox copies of source material or drafts for anyone. She 
did not know Daniel Ellsbcrg, nor was she aware he was a member of the 


study group. Upon, being shown a list of all known individuals assigned to 


the group, she recalled and made comments as indicated below, on the following:' 

Dr. Leslie Gelb - Von Huben took dictation from him once or twice; he 

told her he was going to write a book, title unknown to her.

Dana G/Mead, Lt Colonel, U. S. A. , Staff Assistant to The President, was 
interviewed on 18 August 1971 after being advised of his rights and waiving his 
right to have a lawyer present. ^ 

While an instructor at the U. S. Military Academy, Mead was assigned TDY to 
the OSD Vietnam Task Force from approximately 20 June to 21 August 1968, as 
a research writer on the Group Forces Build-Up in Vietnam for the period late 
1966 through early 1968. One-third of Mead's input v/as in finished draft form, 
with the remainder either dictated on dictaphone belts or in rough drafts prior 
to*his departure ir, August 1968. Mead has never seen the filial version of his 
work. He did have access to approximately fifteen to twenty blue-covered volumes 
oflhe study for research purposes. To the best of his knowledge he has m-ver me! 
Daniel EUsberg. 11c has made no unauthorized disclosure of any material or 
information relating to the study to anyone. 
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Dana George Mead, L»l Colonel, U. S. Army.^c Staff Assistant 

to The President of the United Slates (Domestic Affairs) and former member 
of the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study Group), was interviewed on 
18 August 1971 by Special Agents William L. Richards and John H. Kramb 
after being advised of his rights under Article 31, Uniform Code of Military 
Justice and informed of the matter under investigation. He indicated he 
understood his rights and waived his right to have a lawyer present. Colonel 
Mead advised: 

He was assigned TDY to the Task Force approximately 20 June through 
21 August 1968 during the summer vacation from his assignment as an instruc¬ 
tor in the Social Science Department at the United Stales Military Academy. 
Mead was selected by Lt Colonel John W. Scigle. Ivread had no previous. _ 
experience with the Task Force subject matter, and his selection was based 
on his qualifications as a research writer. Assignments were verbally given 
Mead by Dr. Ecslie H. Gelb and Scigle to research and write the decision 
phases of the groatil fo rco s build-up for the period beginning late 1966 through 
early 1968. He could not recall whether formal security briefing and debrief¬ 
ing certificates were executed. Initially, Gelb instructed him concerning 
normal cautions regarding the handling of classified material. No one, to 
his knowledge, received a censure for security violations. 

Mead worke d with James F.^Edgar, 'Ll Colonel, U. S. Army, a fellow 
instructor at West Point, also assigned TDY during the summer of 1968. 

Edgar covered the ground forces build-up for the period from 1965 to late 


1966. Mead has never seen final versions of his input. From review of the 


Task Force report index. Mead believes Volume IV.C.6.(a), titled U. S, Ground

Mead did have access to blue-covered volumes of the study already comple 
ted which he used as reference material. He estimated these included fifteen 


to twenty volumes but could not recall the exact type of binding. Mead did 


recall that only one copy of the completed volumes was available to the Task , 
Force. All requests for documents not already available in the Task Force 
files were submitted to the secretary, Delores Nagy, who obtained the docu¬ 
ments and controlled them under a file card system. He believes his work 
was among the last accomplished by the Task Force. No interviews were 
conducted by Mead. 
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All inputs were submitted to Gelb in draft, double- or triple-spaced 
form with annotations, if necessary. Drafts were prepared by Mead in 
one copy only. Handwritten draft material no longer needed was given to 
Nagy for placement in the burn bag. Early drafts were reviewed by Gelb 
and retyped and rcsub7T>ittcd to Gelb. During the last two weeks, Mead 
dictated drafts on dictaphone belts which, together with still unprocessed 
rough drafts, were left for finalization when he departed in August 1968. 

He estimated one-third of his work was in finished draft form. No Task 
Force work papers or documents were retained by Mead. All completed 
drafts were classified Top Secret and were filed in accordion-type folders 
in the files of the Task Force. Mead has no further knowledge of the 
disposition of his input or the distribution of the completed Task Force report. 

Mead prepared an analysis after each section oTTiis assignment was 
completed. He consulted with Edgar, Gelb, and Seiglc concerning his 
analysis inputs. Occasionally he had less substantive discussions on ground 
warfare with Willard H. Mitchell, another Task Force member. The only 
other writer assigned to the Task Force at this time was Ernest R. May 
who worked for a short period on the bombing phase of the study. To the 
best of his knowledge, he has never met Daniel Ellsberg. He has received 
no inquiries from representatives of the press, nor has he had any discussions, 
other Ilian mentioned above, with anyone concerning the content of the Task 
Force project. He has made no unauthorized disc losure of any material or 
information relating to the study to anyone.

Mrs. Erminia F. Tucker was interviewed on 23 August 1971 concerning her 
knowledge and observations of the OSD Vietnam Task Force members who jointly 
occupied office space with her.

Her desk was in the reception area with Task Force 
administrative personnel Kay Kellogg, Margaret S. Enright, Delores Nagy and 
Ann Wassil. Mrs. Tucker worked separately from the Task Force with no inter¬ 
action. There was no reproduction equipment in the office. She observed no 
security laxncss by Task Force personnel and she was not aware of any contacts 
by these individuals with news media. 
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DETAILS 


Mrs. Erminia (Erma) F/yTucker, persona! secretary and confidential 
assistant to Mr. William J/Garoody, Assistant to the Secretary of Defense, 
was interviewed by Special Agents William L. Richards and John H. Kramb 
on 23 August 1971 concerning her knowledge and observations of the OSD 
Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study Group) members who jointly occupied office 
space with her. Mrs. Tucker advised essentially as follows: 


Some members of the Task Force occupied offices in the same suite of 
rooms with Mrs. Tucker until November 1968 when she was temporarily 
reassigned on a loan basis while her supervisor, Mr. John Maddux, was 
on leave. When she returned to her office in February 1969 the Task Force 
was no longer there. She recalled Leslie Gelb, Daniel Ellsberg, Richard 
Moorsteen, and a Dr. Kaufman (Dr. William W. KSifman, Professor r -M!T) 
as members who at one time or another had utilized these offices. Dr. 
Kaufman's tenure with the group was short. Her desk was in the reception 
area with some of tlie administrative support personnel of the Task Force 
whom she identified as Kay Kellogg, Margaret S. Enright, Delores Nagy, 
and Ann Wassil. 


Mrs. Tucker worked separately from the Task Force; in fact, there 
was no interaction between her andthc Task Force, and if she had to leave 
the office, she cleared her desk and locked her safe. No reproduction was 
done in the office because there was no equipment to perform such a task. 

She was not aware of any security laxity on the part of Task Force personnel. 
She'had no responsibility for visitor control for the Task Force, but recalled 
there was a constant flow of people in and out and she did not know who were 
staff members at a given time. She described the area at times as being 
,r like Grand Central Station'. " 


Her work for Mr. Maddux, who wrote speeches for Mr. Robert S. 
McNamara and Mr. Clark Clifford, entailed contacts with news media. 

Since the total office space was limited with no place for visitors to wait, 
she always made appointments and escorted visitors directly to Mr. Maddux’s 
office. To her knowledge, there were no news media contacts with the Task 
Force.

Mrs. Tucker had never handled any work for the Task Force, nor has 
she seen any of it. To the best of her knowledge there was no mail delivery 
or pickup for the Task Force working in her area.

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SUMMARY 

Donald F. Fox, Chief Petty Officer, USN {Ret.}, was reinterviewed in an 
attempt to verify administrative information furnished by other members o'f the 
OSD Vietnam Task Force. He advised that incoming classified material obtained 
on hand receipts was assigned a chronological control number on a master list. 
Draft papers, residual notes, etc., ready for destruction, were placed in burn 
bags which, in turn,* were stapled, classified, and carried to the Classified • 
Control Section, OSD, for destruction. Destruction certificates were not required 
since no source documents were ever destroyed. Fox reproduced the 38-volume 
set of the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study in five copies, bound all copies with 
plastic comb binders, and handed the five copies with original pages in a folder to 
Dr. Gelb who controlled the distribution. Fox did not participate in the printing 
of the 47-volume set of the Task Force Study which occurred after he furnished 
an unrecalled number of bound copies of the 38-volumc set to Commander Dean, 
at the instruction of Dr. Gelb. Fox confirmed that reproduced copies of certain 
volumes were forwarded to Colonel Gorman in Paris at the direction of Dr. Gelb. 
Fox delivered Task Force material and a 38-volumc set of the Task Force report 
t-o the Rand. Corpoi ation, Washington, D. C. , also under instructions of Dr. Gelb. 
Fox assisted both Gelb and Halperin in’removing material when they departed the 
Pentagon by carrying boxes, contents of which were unknown to him, to their 
personal automobiles at the River Entrance. 
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'DETAILS 


On 21 September 1971, Donald E. Fox, Chief Petty Officer, USN (Ret } 
was reinterviewed by Special Agents William L. Richards and Dallas G. 

Weddle. Fox was interviewed in an attempt to verify information as reported 
by other personnel assigned to the OSD Vietnam Task Force Study Group 
(Gelb Study Group). Fox stated essentially as follows: 

In recounting administrative practices in the Study Group work area, he 
was responsible for'obtaining source documents required, when directed by * • 
Colonel Gorman or Dr. Gelb. As an example, he obtained classified material 
from the State Department and he obtained cable books from the OSD Cable 
Room, for which he was required to sign a hand receipt before they could 
be moved to the Study Croup work area. Since incoming material was classified 
he devised a simplified control system of assigning each incoming document a 
number, A master list was maintained which identified the document, from 
v/here obtained, and security classification. Material generated by the Study 
Croup was classified by the author (action officer), usually in longhand; but it 
was not until the draft had been approved by Dr. Gelb and the page typed in 
final format that the security classification was typed on each page. In addi¬ 
tion to this typed classification, Fox also stamped each page v/ith a block stamp 
in approximately one-balf inch red letters, with the security classification of 
Tup Secret, Secret, or Confidential, as appropriate. When these original pac-es 
wore reproduced the red ink did not transfer, but the stamp appeared on the 
reproduced pages as black. 

The work flow of the Study Croup was as follows: The author (action officer) 
-would submit a draft, usually handwritten, to Colonel Gorman for review. After 
Gorman’s review, it was submitted to Dr. Gelb. The corrected draft was then* 
returned to the author for final typing and then directly to Dr. Gelb. Draft 

papers, residual notes, etc,, ready for destruction were placed in various burn 

bags located throughout the office. When full. Fox stapled the bags closed, 
wrote the classification (usually Top Secret) on the outside, and carried them 
to the Classified Control Section in OSD for subsequent destruction. Destruction 
certificates were not required since no source documents under security control 
were ever destroyed. Documents under security control were returned to the 
source when no longer needed by the Task Force. 

A review of the OSD report of inve stigati on dated 23 August 1971 indicates 
TSgt Nicholas P. E. Eelicione, Ff; USAF had advised when "reviewing 

maverial for reproduction, he would discover either pages missing or what „ . 

appeared to be incomplete pages. In this event, he would contact one or two * 
individuals (whose names he does not recall) assigned in ..he ISA with the Task ; 
Force. One of the individuals he described as an old Navy Chief_•• (presumably 
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Fox, since Fox was the only Navy Chief assigned with the Task Force). Fox 
was emphatic that he had absolutely nothing to do with the final printing of the 
47-volume set handled by Felicione; and further, he does noj recall ever meet¬ 
ing Felicione or dealing with any enlisted man concerning the additional repro¬ 
duction of volumes of the Study, 

Fox recalled that he handled the reproduction work of the 3S-volume set. 
When a volume was completed he was handed a folder containing the final typed 
draft by Dr. Gelb and instructed to reproduce five copies, which he did, usin^ * 
•various reproduction machines on the third floor of the Pentagon. After assem¬ 
bling the five reproduced copies, he handcarried them to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff area and, using a special-type machine, he bound each volume with a 
plastic comb binder. On the cover page of each volume he stamped "Copy 

__ Copies" and numbered the five sets in sequence'll, e. , "1 of 5, " M Z'of^57" 

etc. He then placed the folder containing the original draft on top of the five 
bound copies and returned them to Dr. Gelb. He was positive in his assertions 
the original draft was not bound, but returned loose in the folder to Dr. Gelb. 
Copies £1 and $2 were delivered by Dr. Celb to the Military Assistant to the 
Secretary of Defense (General Pursley). To Fox’s knowledge, Dr. Gelb made 
•this distribution with one exception, when Gelb instructed Fox to deliver four 
bound volumes to General Pursley. Fox also was aware Dr. Gelb kept one set 
of the bound volumes in his safe. He had no idea what happened to the original 
draft or the other bound sets, but was certain he did not place any in three-rin» 
notebooks, acknowledging there were three-ring notebooks (contents unknown) 
in the bottom Irawer of Dr. Gelb’s safe. Dr. Gelb had given strict instructions 
that only his secretary, Delores Nagy, could have access to his safe. 

Y. r hen'the Study Group was disbanded he assisted in moving two safes from 
the Study Group area in ISA. One safe contained unknown material belonging 
to Dr. Gelb and was placed in an inner hall outside Gelb’s private office in ISA 
along with two safes already located in Gelb’s ISA office. The other safe moved 
to ISA was utilized by Pox in his work area adjacent to Dr. Gelb’s office. Fox 
was under the direct supervision of Captain Carnahan, USN (NFI), subsequent 
to his move to ISA, but was frequently utilized by Dr. Gelb to conduct admin¬ 
istrative type functions. He described these additional duties as, in one instance, 
he replaced about ten pages in a bound volume that had been rewritten for some 
unknown reason. In several’instance s, he reproduced material for Gelb but was 
unable to recall if the material pertained to the Study or was unrelated ISA - 
material. He did recall reproducing material from the Study for Gelb, but 
could not remember if he bound and numbered this copy or not; nor could he 
recall how many volumes he reproduced. Additionally, on another occasion he^ 
made ten or twelve copies of some material for Gelb which completely covered 
a large table in Gelb’s private office.' He could not remember if this material 
pertained to the Study. * 4. 
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Concerning his alleged participation in packing boxes for Dr. GeTb and 
Dr, Kalpcrin, which included classified OSD material. Fox could not speci¬ 
fically recall packing any boxes that were removed from the'Pentagon. However, 
he was definite he did carry boxes out of the Pentagon when Dr. Gelb left, in 
approximately April 1969. He could not recall the number of boxes, but stated 
it would have been three or fewer as he recalled he did not use a cart to trans¬ 
port the boxes. He remembered he took the boxes to the River Entrance, and 
believes he placed them in Dr. Gelb’s private automobile. He recalls being 
"put out” over this task because he did not feel a Chief Petty Officer should be 
treated as a "servant. ” He denied any knowledge as to the contents of these 
boxes, or their ultimate destination. He was positive in his assertion that he 
never delivered any material for Dr. Gelb to Brookings Institution. * 

On another occasion he carried three sealed boxes out to the River .Entrance 
for Dr. Halperin v/hen he departed the Pentagon approximately January 1969. 

Fox was emphatic he did not pack or deliver the boxes, and had no idea of the 
contents. He was shown the three receipts which he was alleged to have had 
typed covering three books reproduced and delivered to the Executive Office 
Building (FOB) (reference report dated 10 September 1971 concerning interview 
of Dorothy Maffett), and he could not recall ever seeing or preparing the 
receipts. He had no idea as to the location or identity of James V. [cook whose 
signature appears on the receipts as having received the three book$. Fox was 
positive he had never delivered anything to anyone at the EOB. 

Concerning the classified books received from the OSD Cable Room, Fox 
was instructed by Dr. Gelb to obtain cable books, specified by date, and keep 
them in the Study Group area for reference material. Fox* was required to sign 
appropriate hand receipts, and the material was maintained in two drawers of 
a safe in his work area. Fox recalled he reproduced material from these books 
for various Study Group members; and frequently this reproduced material, 
would be stapled to a section of a draft, as this method afforded the author the 
opportunity to avoid loss of valuable time in copying direct from the material 
in the cable books. Regarding his alleged statement he "did not want to be 
involved” when questioned by the OSD Cable Branch personnel concerning 
whether the cable book material had been reproduced (reference report dated 
13 August 1971 regarding interview of Mr. Francis Wall, Operations Officer, 

Cable Branch, OSD), Fox could only remember some discussion about the 
contents of the cable books with an unidentified sergeant, and believes he said 
something like he "didn’t want to even look at them. ” Further, he believes that 
the Cable Branch personnel should have been aware some cables were reproduced 
because on occasion he used the reproduction machine in the Cable Room. 
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A review of the report dated 21 September 1971 reveals Delores E. Nagy, 
former secretary to Dr. Gelb, reported prior to her departure from the 
Pentagon in January 196*9 she became aware that approximately four volumes 
had become interchanged between sets; i.e., a volume of "Copy 1 of 5 Copies" 
was noted in the "Copy 4 of 5 Copies" 6et. ' She gave Pox a note outlining these 
discrepancies, and on a subsequent return visit she asked if the corrections 
had been made. Pox reportedly informed her all the Task Force documents 
had been taken to Commander Dean for printing of 20 additional copies. He 
advised he could have told Nagy that additional copies were being prepared, 
but he could not recall mentioning a specific number of copies. Pox recalled 
a discussion with Nagy about the interchanging of volumes between the sets; 
however, he believes he checked the sets without finding discrepancies. Pox 
also recalled a discussion with Nagy concerning a black notebook sbe left with 
him when she was preparing to transfer from the Pentagon. This book, consist¬ 
ing of about 20-25 pages, to the best of his knowledge was still in the bottom 
drawer of the safe when Fox retired. 


Fox could not recall bow many copies of the Task Force Study were turned 
over to Commander Dean. He did remember he was instructed by Dr. Gelb 
to release the material to Dear, which he did with the help of another person, 
possibly Mr. Roberts 1 secretary, a Private'Dohm (NFI), USA. Pox stated the 
material included copies of the bound Study, but he could not recall if he trans¬ 
ferred the folders containing the originals of the Task Porce Study. He advised 
it required several trips to transport the material from the Study Group area 
to De.an’s office, and that no receipts were used in transferring responsibility 
for the material. 


Pox was shown a copy of the 16 January 1969 memorandum from Dr. Gelb 
to Colonel Fursley or Colonel Gard, which stated in’substance Secretary 
McNamara wanted a "full set" of the Task Porce Papers delivered to one of 
two specific individuals at the U. S. Archives between 3:00 and 4:00 on 
17 January 1969. Fox professed no knowledge of this transfer, and had no 
idea how the material was prepared for delivery nor who might have taken 
-the material to the Archives. 

Fox was shown the two memo notes dated 8 and 9 May, respectively, 
addressed to him from Gelb, regarding reproduction of volumes of the Study 
to be sent to Gorman in Paris. Fox recognized Gelb's initial ("G") on the . 
notes, but the contents of the notes did not have any effect on his memory. 

In particular, the part of the note which refers to the deletion of the DOD marlc- 
ings, he could not recall what action -- if any - - he took regarding deletion. 
Copies of these notes are attached to.this report of investigation. He could 
^ only recall the one occasion when copies of certain volumes of the Task Porce ^ 
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Study wore forwarded to (Lionel Conman in Paris (refer^ce ROI dated 
2 September 1971 concerning the interview of Lt Colonel Schandler). Fox stated 
he reproduced selected volumes at the direction of Dr. Celb. These reproduc¬ 
tions were made from volumes previously bound with plastic oornb bindings 
without removing the binding. This reproduced material was double-wrapped 
in manila envelopes by Fox without any indication of a security classification 
on the outsioe of the inner or outer envelopes. The outer envelope contained 
an address label reflecting Colonel Gorman's name and assignment in Paris. 

Fox harmcai i led the paexage to the JCS area where (he understands) it was hand- 
carried by an unknown Navy Captain to Paris. Fox could not recall if he prepared 
more than one package for delivery to Colonel Gorman, nor could he recall how 
many papers/volumes were reproduced for Colonel Gorman. 

^ r ° x was requested to recount the facts and circumstances surrounding the 
material delivered to the Rand Corporation, Washington D. C. {receipt attached 
to the report of Fox interview dated 2 September 1971). He recalled being called 
into Colonel Gorman’s office by Dr. Celb and told to deliver the material already 
stacked on a tabic to Rand. He surmised the material represented a complete 
set of the Study, and was surprised that Rand was to receive a set because of 
the high security classification and the way the project had been held so closely 
wflhin the Study Group. Fox stated he prepared an inventory on his own initiative 
and placed the Study material in five boxes. He could not explain how Study 
VI. C. 3: Settlement of the Conflict (C) Histories of Contacts (Sunflower) marked 
Copy 1 of 4 Copies could have been so marked when all other studies were marked 
Copy 1 of 5 Copies, unless this was a typographical error on the inventory list. 
(Note: The cover of Volume VI. C. 3. is marked Copy 1 of 4 Copies, indicating* 
an error in marking inasmuch as no information has been developed to indicate 
any volumes should have been marked Copy 1 of 4 Copies.) After he had the 
material boxed, it was transported to Rand Corporation in a government auto¬ 
mobile ordered by Dr. Gelb. Fox could not recall the,name of the individual he 
w<as to contact at Rand, but he does recall that Rand people were waiting for him 
when he arrived and assisted in loading the boxes onto a cart. Fox accompanied 
the material "upstairs” and subsequently was handed a signed receipt. Fox could 
not recall if he was present when A. E. Archer signed the receipt, nor could he 
recall why Archer did not sign the pre-prepared receipt at the bottom of the last 
page of the inventory. The boxes were not opened and inventoried against the 
receipt by any Rand personnel during the time Fox was at Rand. He left a copy 
of the receipt with the material and returned the original inventory list and 
Archer’s receipt to Dr. Gelb. ' 


'Agents’ Note * j 

It will become readily apparent to the reader that minor 
variations exist between the information furnished by Shirley 
Wickham, Delores Nagy, Dorothy Maffett, and Lt Colonel 
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Schandler vdtcn compared with the information obtained 
from Fox. In each instance where a variation existed, 

Fox was advised and appeared to make a conscientious 
I effort to recall the circumstances as described by others; 

• however, he v/as unable to do so in some instances due 
to his limited ability to recall. Further probing into 
these minor variations would undoubtedly result in Fox. 
"parroting” the information reported by others because. ' 
he would feel this was desired; however, it would not 
have been a true recitation of facts as he remembered 
them. Fox was most cooperative and volunteered to be 
reinterviewed at any time on any matter which he might , 

possess information germane to this investigation.

Mrs. Vera S. |Nult, GS-6, Secretary to Mr. William J. 
Baroody, Assistant to the Secretary and Deputy Secre¬ 
tary of Defense, recalled being assigned as secretary to 
the OSD Vietnam Task Force on part-time basis for an 
unknown period of time. Nutt took some dictation from 
Col. Paul Gorman, and the remainder of her work 
consisted of typing drafts or final single spaced copy. 
She did not recall ever reproducing any material or 
seeing any bound completed copies of the Study. During 
her employment, Mrs. Anne R. Wassil was the 
principal secretary and all questions concerning typing 
or format were referred to Mrs. Wassil. Reproduc¬ 
tion or other administrative matters were handle d by 
Chief Donald E. Fox, USN. Nutt has never discussed 
the Study Group or its work with anyone, and has never 
been asked any questions concerning the Study.

On 2.4 August 1971, Mrs. Vera S. Nutt, GS-6, Secretary to Mr, 
William J./Baroody, Assistant to the Secretary and Deputy Secretary 
of Defens^, the Pentagon, Washington, D. C. was interviewed by 
Special Agents Ralph M. Harris and Robert L. Jones. Mrs. Nutt's 
name appeared on an April 19^8 list of personnel assigned to the OSD 
Vietnam Task Force. Mrs. Nutt advised essentially as follows: 

She was assigned to work for the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gclb 
Study Group) approximately three days per week as a secretary on a 
part-time basis. She was unable to recall when she was.first employed 
or when she departed the Study Group. During this part-time employ¬ 
ment she worked generally for Colonel Paul Gorfen and he was stikL^ 
with the Study Group when she left for other employment. She also 
remembered that Lt Colonel John W. Seigle was initially assigned to 
the Group. N otc : Lt Colonel Seigle was assigned to the Task Force in 
April 1968, and Colonel Gorman departed for Paris, France in 
approximately May 3 9C8. 

' Mrs. Nutt took some dictation from Colonel Gorman, typed several 
drafts, and placed some drafts in final single space copy. She was unable

Felicione made written listings of the volumes and the material he 
handcarried'to the Printing Office hut no official receipting system vas 
utilized either when he obtained the volumes from General Hixon or vhen he 
furnished them to the Printing Plant. 

In clarifying his use of the term "originals, ” Felicione 6aid to the 
best of his recollection most of the volumes to be reproduced were bound in 
plastic spiral bindings and were "ribbon copies" (typewritten originals). 
Ihere were some volumes (he vas unable to recall hov many) consisting of 
loose papers contained in manila folders and in at least one instance the 
volume vas contained in a three-ring black hinder. 

' In reviewing the material for reproduction, he would discover either 
pages missing or vhat appeagdd to be incompleted pages. In this event, he 
vould contact one or two individuals (whose names he does not recall) 
assigned in ISA with the Task Force. One of the individuals he described 
as an old Navy Chief who vas assigned as administrative support to the Task 
Force. The other, a civilian, had personal knowledge of the documents and 
their contents. He dealt with the Chief primarily on matters of format and 
assemblage. In cases vhere something vas missing or vas incomplete, he 
contacted the civilian vho vas able in most instances to provide Felicione 
with Xerox or ribbon copies of the missing pages of material. 


Felicione explained there were some volumes of the report which were 
not voluminous and, in order to expedite the project, he reproduced these 
volumes in 15 copies on the Xerox machine in his office using bond paper. 
After he completed this reproduction, he vould bind and cover these volumes 
; himself in screw and post binding. He could not recall the precise number 
of volumes he reproduced in this fashion, however, he thought there were at 
least two or .three.: 


In attempting to recall the total number of volumes reproduced, 
Felicione vas unable to furnish a precise number. He vould only state the. 
the number vas veil in excess of *»0. With the exception of the copies ^ 
reproduced and bound personally by him, the Defense Printing Plant , 

accomplished the printing, binding, and the covering of all other volumes. 
The binding with the exception of two volumes.was a screw and post method. 
He recalls tliat the plates for the cover had been furnished the Printing 
Plant by Dean at the time he made the initial arrangements.

4 He noted that on Several occasions, vhilc Inventorying the vork - 
returned from the Printing Plant, the Plant had mistakenly reproduced 
additional copies of the volumes.

Sec Def vault. At the time the volumes vere packed he recalls one * . 

additional volume vas discovered. This volume vas placed in General Hixon's 
safe since it vas considered quite possible that one of the ultimate < 

recipients did not receive this volume, and would eventually notify the 
office of the Secretary of Defense. He vas not administratively involved 
vith the distribution of the completed boxed sets. Thus, he vas unable to r 
furnish any information regarding their ultimate disposition. 


On 4 August 1971, Special Agents Malone and Petruskie, together vith 
TSgt Felicione, reviewed the ’contents of each volume of the 47-volume 
OSD Vietnam Task Force Study' located in the office of the Assistant Secretary 
Public Affairs (OSD/PA) and*the following observations vere made: All vere * 
bound vith screw and post binding vith the exception of Volumes 29 and 47. 
Volume 29, consisting of a series of charts and graphs, vas stapled. 

Volume 47, consisting of the two-page Index, vas bound vith an Acco 
fastener. All volumes with the exception of Volume 29 were 8'x 10-^" in 
size, and all bore identical blue covers. Volume 29 vas oversized; i.e., •. 

9" x 13" due to the nature of the contents. . - ; 


‘Felicione vas able to identify 34 volumes as being copies of those he 
had prepared for'reproduction. He said it vas quite probable he had . 

handled the remaining 12 volumes, however he could not be positive since, 
unlike the 34 he could identify, these 12 contained no markings he could 
recognize as having been made by either him or Lt Commander Dean. He vas 
certain he had never seen Volume 47 (index), since because of its small 
size, he would normally recall having seen it. He vas able to make positive 
identification in several ways: some of the pages o-f the originals had been 
numbered'vith Felicione's executive typewriter; in other instances eithar 
he or Lt Commander Dean had traced over illegible letters appearing on the 
Xerox masters in order to afford a better reproduction. In some cases, 
when the "original" did Dot bear page numbers, Felicione initially numbered 
the pages in the upper left-hand oorner, and in some cases these numbers 
appe^f'Crider the binding of the copies. Hiring his review of the volumes, “~ 
Felicione v&s unable to identify any of the OSD/FA copies as being the 
vorimes he had personally reproduced on his office's Xerox machine. He* 
felt that if the volumes had been there, he would have recognized them,‘ ! ' ; .

mher 1966 , he was assigned as Tour Coordinator in the Fbreign Military 
ting Section of the Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. In May 
he was assigned to the position of Military Assistant to John M. Stecyinan, 
Special Assistant to the Secretary and Deputy Secretary of Defense^. Re “*■.... 
terminated his assignment at the Pentagon on 4 August 19^9 when he resigned • 
from the Regular Navy and accepted a commission in the U. S. Naval Reserve.

While assigned to Mr. Steadman’s office, one of his primary duties vas %• 
directing administrative support for the Special Task Force of the 
Presidential Advisory Committee on the Supersonic Transport. Additionally, . -V 
he maintained Secretarial files pertaining to the TFX (F-lll)• To the best ^ 
of Ills recollection, his first unofficial contact vith the OSD Vietnam Task 
Force vas 6oraetime in late 19^7 or early 19 68 vhen the group vas utilizing 
an office formerly assigned to the Special Assistant, to vit: 869-A, Pentagon. 
Kis association vith members of the OSD Vietnam Task Fbrce vas most casual , - 
and vas brought about strictly because of the physical proximity of their , 
offices. He is unable to recall any of the personnel associated vith the 
group, and is vaguely avare that it vas headed by a Dr. Celb vhom he is 
unable to specifically recall. In attempting to describe his administrative 
duties in relation to the Vietnam Task Force Study, he recalls that in late 
19S3 or early 19 S 9 he vas occupied in compiling a history of the Johnson 
Administration. He explained this history vas made up of a multitude of 
inputs provided by the various Services and he seems to recall one of the 
inputs as being directly related to the Vietnam Task Fbrce Study. To the 
best of his recollection, this input concerned*itself vith the air var over 
Korth Vietnam. He recalls the Johnson History vas a rush project vith an . .. 

initial suspense date of 10 January 19^9 vhich his office failed to meet, 
since the final copies of the Johnson History vere not submitted to the 
White House until l6 January 19&9* He believes the Johnson History vas 
printed in tvo or three sets, each set consisting of a total of 27 volumes. 

He felt it necessary to explain the general details of his part in the 
Johnson History because his association vith the Johnson History and the 
Vietnam Task Force Group paralleled each other in that it consisted primarily 
of reproduction and collation. He vaguely recalls receiving the reproduction 
request on the Vietnam Study sometime immediately prior to Christmas 19^8* 

; and he believes no action vas taken on this request until sometime shortly 
after 1 January 1969 * Be recalls being advised by General Hixon of the 
- sensitive nature of the project, since it vas on this basis that he 
personally handled all arrangements vith the DoD Printing Plant. He 
’ recalls in making these arrangements vith the Printing Plant that the 
volumes of the study (most of them typewritten originals) vere to be 
hand candied in groups of tvo or three by Dean directly to the Printing Plant. 
The 


volumes would then be Xeroxed during the night and the following 
morjjing Dean would personally go to the Printing P3.ont and pick up the 
completed work. • Dean vaguely recalls that the completed printing vas u 
giv :?q to him in a sealed box. Ke would sign a work receipt at the time $ie 
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received a box from the Printing Plant; vould return vith the box inmediately 
to his office, and conduct an inventory to assure that the reproduction vas 
complete and that the originals hod been included vith the reproduced copies 
of tY/T volumes. As soon as he hod made a positive determination he vould 
carri the completed printing together vith the originals to General Hixon's 
offije Rnd vould himself place the original in Hixon’s safe and the completed 
printing in the Secretary’s vault located in Hixon’s office. Dean is unable 
to recall the number of volumes included in the final study, nor is he able 
to specifically recall the number of copies reproduced by the Printing Plant. 
He docs recall the vork vas accomplished in a piecemeal fashion because 
General Hixon vas receiving the originals from the Task Force in a piecemeal, 
fashion. In pursuing this phase of the operation, Dean recalled some of the , 
original volumes vere contained in manila folders and that the contents of 
these manila folders vere in relative disarray. He explained this comment . 
by saying he remembers having to place the pages in order and in some cases >•: 
having to number them on the bottom center himself. He further recalls that, 
in putting some of this last material in order, on at least one occasion he ..

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Secretary of Defense vault. lie said he has no knowledge of the ultimate

/an stated he seemed to recall General Hixon contacting him sometime 
' subsef-ent to the depletion of the final printing of the Vietnam Study, 
talking him to reproduce edditional copies of the study. He remembersJl 
being somewhat annoyed by this request since it interfered with plaps he be l_ 
made for taking leave. He is unable to state whether this additional . 

■printing involved the entire study or selected volumes, nor is he ab^e to .

• Dean examined the original color code disposition sheets capitioned * . 
"SecDef Vietnam Task Force" prepared by General Hixon and was ashed if * •, 

had any knowledge whatsoever concerning then. Dean stated emphatically 
thatte had never seen these disposition sheets before. However, he J^ely 
recalls using a similar type system for maintaining accountability for each 
volume hondcarried for reproduction purposes to the. Defense Printing Plant^ 

TO the best of his knowledge, these particular accountability record s 
were destroyed when the reproduction project was completed. 

In attempting to establish the exact date when the first series of 
volumes of the Vietnam Task Force Report were reproduced by the Defense 
Printing Plant, Dean was shown a copy of DoD Printing Requisition No. 

: SD- 1665 ^ (Job Ho. D63104), dated 6 January I9S9, requested by George W-Eaey. 
Dean noted this was an open requisition for the month of January only for 
15 copies of 5,000 pages (plus or minus). The delivery, according to

' She also typed numerous volumes in final. She recalled that Chief Fox did 
most of the reproduction of the published bound copies, vhich vas accomplished 
ip the DoD printing plant in either 4 or 5 copies, on a handcarry basis by Fox. 
All final copies she vorked on were furnished either to Dr. leslie Gelb or 
Colonel Paul Gorman and she never saw them again. She believed she vorked on 
about 30 volumes of the study, and that others were completed in Dr. Gelb's 
office. She knew nothing of any further reproduction of the 4 or 5 copies. 

^She has had no contacts concerning the Study Group vith unauthorized persons, 
and knew of no others who have had such contacts. . She furnished samples of 
/ the type of paper reportedly used by the Gelb Study Group in preparing final 
copies of reports. ‘

On 2, 3, 10 and l6 August 1971, Ittss Margaret S. Enright was interviewed 
by Special Agents Robert'H. Hagan and Dallas G. Weddle. She advised she i6 
currently assigned as a CS-8 in the Office of the Assistant Secretary of 
Air Force (installations and logistics)(SAFIL). After'being briefed on the 
nature of the investigation, Miss Enright provided information set out below: 

She was with the OSD Vietnam Task Force (Gelb Study Group) almost V-'” 
from its inception, recalling the dates as being from July 19&7 to August , 
1968 . She was the second secretary to be assigned to the Gelb Study Group. 

The physical setup in the early 6tages of the Study Group was as follows: 
Dr. Leslie Gelb had an office in the inside of Ring E across from the 
Secretary of Defense’s Office. She was on the outside of Ring E in the 
Secretary’s suite (3E330) In a room next to Colonel Robert Gard. In her 
room eventually were four girls: Anne Wassil, Kate Kellog, Delores Kagy and 
herself.' In the next room were members of the Study Group among whom she 
recalled vere Gorman, Schwartz (apparently Schweitzer) Gear in, Sirako and 
Gurtov. Also in that room were two sergeants who handled administrative 
details. .. . 

She stated after Mr. Clark Clifford became Secretary of Defense 
(january-February 19^8), Dr. Gelb remained in his office, but the Study Group 
members and the administrative staff were moved to the 2C corridor in an area 
of OSD, Systems Analysis. ' 

- In her opinion, as far as her assignment was concerned. Colonel Gorman 
was the key figure in the Study Group being the "Staff Director" and "Dr. ' 
Gelb's Assistant." He talked to her upon her assignment, discussed the 
mission and gave her a detailed security briefing. Generally he would assign 
her work, but as time progressed, she was assigned work by other members. 

She had no responsibilities in the receipt, accountability, disposition, 
etc., of incoming/outgoing correspondence and material. She thought this was 
all handled by the two sergeants. She could not recall if she had 
combinations to any or all safes, but she did recall there vere several safes 
. in the room where she sat as veil as in the room where the working members 
sat. She, stated Colonel Gorman was extremely security conscious. 

There was a Xerox machine in her office in 3ES30 available to all 
personnel. The Study Group members were constantly making copies of various 
kinds of materials, reports, cables, etc., being worked on by the group; 
much o£*i’hich was classified. This concerned her as to the security aspects,_ 
bu$ she was not aware of any violations. - } 

»j Her duties primarily consisted of taking dictation, typing, and retyping 
rough drafts; she also typed the final'draft of some volumes, the exact 
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nunbcr^»mcalled. In these cases, the entire final draft, including the 
pa^c numbering and typing on the security classification (usually TOP SECRET- 
SEFJS: TIVE) would be approved by Dr. Gelb. Thereafter, the volumes were 

’ handi arried to the'printing room for reproduction. She first thought 4 i 
eopi< s vere made from the final draft but said later that there may have bfeen 
5 copies made from the original. . ' „ - - 

Regarding the printing and preparation of the final volumes, Miss Enright 
tried during several contacts to reconstruct in her memory how it occurred 

* but was quite hazy. She did believe that the great majority of the printing 
was handled by military administrative personnel. She could not be specific 
about the dates of assignment of the military personnel but thought that 
beginning at the time of her assignment to the Study Group, a Sergeant Terrell 
vas there for about three months, followed by a Sergeant Goode who was there 
only a short time and then Chief Fox of the Navy who vas there aid the 
remaining time she worked with the Study Group. It vas her further recollec¬ 
tion that Chief Fox did most of the reproduction work and this seemed more 
likely because the various Study Group members vere beginning to produce 
volumes of the study after his arrival. Her recollection vas that the covers 

* had previously been made up and that after Dr. Gelb had approved the final 

* draft of a volume. Chief Fox vould go to the printing room, get the volume 
reproduced and return, to the vork area. Chief Fox and the girls vould assemble 
each copy between covers, inserting any tabs in the appropriate places. Fox . 
vould then take the entire package back to the printing room where it vas 
punched and a black comb plastic binder put in place. She said that the 

5 copies (or 6) were given to Dr. Gelb or Colonel Gorman by Chief Fox and she 
never saw them again. She vas of the opinion, however, that the original 
always vent to the Secretary of Defense. Miss Enright could not recall how 
many volumes she worked on but thought it might be as many as 30* Sh e thought- 
that there vere more prepared than 30 because some volumes vere completed in . 
final form in Dr. Gelb's office which she did not see. She vas not avare of 
any subsequent reproduction of the 4 (or 5 ) copies that the Study Group 
prepared while she vas assigned to it. 

Miss Enright vas not avare of any persons visiting the area vho vere not 
there on official business. She recalled a Mr. Holbrook from the State 
Department vho came quite often and later became a member of the group. She 
vas not aware of any persons not connected vith the Government being in the 
area at any time, since all apparently vere military, “DoD or other agency 
civil servants or consultants from RAND. 

To her knowledge there vas no contact by telephone, mail, or personal , 
visits of the Radio, TV, or news media. She commented that all the Study 
Group personnel appeared to be very objective and dedicated workers on the ^ 
pro” »3cm at hand. She never saw a mission statement, charter, or other 
directives of the Study Group. She stated sh$. had never discussed the Gelb 
Sturv Grout) or made any unauthorized material or information relating to:it

available to any one. * 
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' /Oponbeing questioned regarding the preparation, maintenance and 
disposition of any "private" papers of individuals involved vith the group, 
che recalled that upon the death of Mr. Mcliaughton, Colonel Gornan had . 
inventoried Mr. McKaughton’s safe and liad in his possession either tvo or j 
three 3-ring black books of material from his safes. She recalled typing*^ 
something regarding the notebooks, but could not specifically state vhat, 
but she thought he had catalogued the material and she typed the index. She 
recalled that after she did whatever she did. Colonel Gorman took the books 
and she did not see them again. 


In discussing the members of the Study Group, Miss Enright mentioned 
she knew Ellsberg and had done some work for him. She provided no informa¬ 
tion of interest concerning him.

Miss Enright furnished tvo sheets of paper of the type used by the Study 
Group, one, according to her being ordinary bond paper and the second being 
of the so-called "oily” type. She said that when using the "oily” paper, if 
an error is made, the word or vords can be painted vhite and the correct 
vord or vords retyped. She said she had these tvo sheets because at the 
completion of the project a farevell party vas held and, in jest, she typed 
a memento of the occasion labeled "lessons Applicable to Future Policy” on 
the first page. On the second page she typed the names of all persons she 
thought vere connected in any vay vith the Study Group. 


Miss Enright vas questioned regarding her recollections of the system 
used by the Gelb Study Group to number pages of the various rough draft 
papers and finished volumes of the study. 


She could not recall any numbering on any rough draft material, although 
there may have been such. On finished volumes, she vas quite certain that the 
page numbers vere typed on the bottom as the typing of the page vas completed. 


There vas one notable exception, she recalled that on a study completed 
by Colonel Simko, the title unknown, there vas an occasion to include a 
large number of pages which required numbering because they consisted of

regarding Vietnam. She estimated that this group vas 2-^ to 3 inches thick 
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end perhaps consisted of a thousand pages. Sergeant Don Kredl vas assigned 
the task of numbering the pages vith a hand-stamping machine. Ke erred or 
the machine vas not working properly and about 200 pages needed to have the 
numbers corrected. She did this by "white out” on the oily type pages. She 
could not recall the title or material involved and suggested Vera Nutt and 
VillarcLiiitchell be contacted for possible information. _

« She recalled (on being questioned on the Cable Books, McNamara briefing 
bools, etc.) that there vere a scries of books'borrowed from JCS and used 
by the Study Group. She said that material found in the books vas used in ^ % 
the studies being prepared. She said this caused a bit of trouble because ^ 
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some mat-erlnl vas extracted and reproduced, but vhen the boohs v^re returned 
they rfaynot have been as they were vhen borrowed - ie., possibly being out 
of crier or possibly a question if any pages were missing. She thought

She recalled also that in the latter part of the time she vas-with thd^ 
Study Group, vhen she vas in the office in the PC corridor, she spent some , 
time cleaning out some safes. She cannot recall the nature of the material, 
but she put it in clean folders and sent them upstairs to Dr. Golb and 
presumed they vere filed in ISA safes. She thought the material vas copies 
of various materials from DoD files, other agencies and rough drafts,, etc., 
from reports being used by the Study. Group. ... - - - . "

he gave her 40 pages of rough draft typing he had done for her to type -:v ^ 
in final form. She also recalled that Colonel Paul Gorman and one or 
two administrative military personnel whom she could not further identify. 


in addition to Dr. Leslie Gelb were already assigned when she arrived. 
Initially the Study Group was working in offices considered a part of the 
Sccrciary of Defense’s suite, Room 3E880. As personnel were added, the 
space became more congested until Dr. Gelb moved across the hall to an 
office on the inside of E-ring. 
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Colonel Gorman was responsible for the administrative functions of 
the Study Group. For the first three months of her assignment she worked _ 
primarily for Dr. Gelb and was considered the ’’top secretary" until she 
left in 196S. She was responsible for passing out typing or work assign¬ 
ments to the other secretaries assigned to the Study Group. When Dr. 

Gelb moved across the hall she remained in Room 3E880. At the request 
of Dr. Gelb she recommended Margaret Enright for assignment because 
she possessed a type of specific access which was required by Pi . Gelb. 

When W’assil departed in 1968, Enright look over her duties and, to 
W’assil’s knowledge, Enright took her desk and never moved across the 
hall with Dr. Gelb. Enright worked most of the time for Colonel Gorman, 
and Dr. Holbrooke, State Department. 


W’assil advised that the person responsible for a study would either 
dictate or submit his work to be typed in long hand. It was then typed in 
a double or triple-spaced draft for his review. After he had corrected the 
paper(s) to his satisfaction, a clear double or tr iple-spaced draft was 
prepared for Dr. Gclb’s review. To the best of Wassil’s knowledge, Dr.

5 lished portions of "McNamara Study" with Pentagon papers and 
related papers. Buzhardt indicated this study is now completed 
and finished results will be furnished Bureau after minor additional 
work by DOD and National Security Agency (NSA). Buzhardt advised 
that DOD has now identified all documents from which all newspaper 
articles concerning the "Pentagon papers" were copied. Buzhardt 
stated that DOD has made a decision to declassify anything necessary 
r^ilQr prosecution in this case.

GELB advised that after ELLSBERG left the*Pentagon --- 
(early 1968), he returned to Rand and began work for Rand on 
an entirely different Vietnam study. ELLSBERG then, through 
JERRY S. ROVER, President of Rand Corporation, requested access 
to the "McNamara Study” in possession of the Rand Corporation. 
At that time KORTOR HALPERIK approached GELB and asked him * 
about agreeing to allow ELLSBERG access to the Study, GELB 
told h'ALPERIR on this occasion that he v:ould not agree to acces* 
by ELLSBERG, end HALPERIR so adviced ROV.’EM. Stillwater, HALPEF 
again raised the question of ELLSBERG being given access to the 
McNamara Study, and at that time GELB reluctantly gave his 
permission. GELB said that in giving hl3 consent he explicitly 
stated that he vas agreeing to ELLSBERG*c access reluctantly 
because of his feeling about ELLSBERG*s ’’stability”. 

V,*hen explaining what he meant by ELLSBERG *s stability,

GELB stated that all of the above material was sent 
to the Rand Corporation, VDC, as "private papers", end that 
it was his understanding that the DOD contract with Rand had 
provisions for the storing and retaining of private papers, 
accounted for through the Rand system of accountability. 


GELB could furnish no information concerning the 
private papers of PAUL V’AHNKE, find MORTON h. KALPERIH having 
lpter b^en taken from Rand and stored at the National Arcniv'es 
of the U. S. (Archives), he stated that he had no private 
papers at Archives. 


Continuing his discussion of the movement of documents 
to the Rand Corporation, VDC, in January, 1969, GELB stated 
that it was not felt that the incoming administration would in 
any way misuse the McNamara Study, but that this step was 
taken merely to insure that the Study would remain j.n existence-. 
GELB reiterated that the participants in the Study recognised 
the possibility that "someone on high" in DOD might at some 
later tine, make a decision to destroy the.entire Study. GELB _ 
emphatically repeated that there was no question of possible 
misuse by the incoming administration. 


Concerning additional documents available to ELLSBERG 
at the Pentagon, GELB pointed out that during the 1964-1965 
period, ELLSBERG was employed by the Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for ISA, DOD, at the Pentagon concerned with Vietnam 
affairs. GELB advised that during this 1964-1965 period ELLS.*-, 
had a private safe somewhere in the Pentagon in which he storc-d 
documents, which safe was maintained for him at the Pentagon 
during the time ELLSBERC served with the U. S. Department or 
State (USDS), in Vietnam, 1965-1967. 
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6KLB said that vhen ELLSBERG returned to the Pentagon 
In late Summer or Fall, 1967 , he brought these documents to the 
Vietnam Task Force Study, end some of these-documents, not 
otherwise available to the Task Force, were used in the Study." 
It is GKLB’s understanding that these documents, under ELLSBERG' 
control, v.’cre later taken to Rand Corporation, VDC, by ELLSBERG 
and placed into the Hand accountability.system.

CELB, during this interview, related back to Informa¬ 
tion furnished FBI on June 15, 1971, concerning STAVINS (RALPH) 
of the Institute for Policy Studies (IPS), KDC, and stated that 
on further reflection he recalled that when STAVING visited him 
approximately a year ago, STAVINS told bin that he had inter- 
viev.’ed a number of people concerning “Vietnam policy mak'nr".

STAVINS then 
quoted to CELB from a March, 19 69 , memorandum of ROBERT S. 

EC KAMARA concerning U. S. policy making decisions on Vietnam. 
CELB, at this point, told STAVINS, “If you have stuff like that 
you have no reason to talk to me," and then asked STAVINS to 
leave. CELB stated that sometime later, he vent over to 
EC KAMARA ’ s office and held a conversation with him during 
which he related what had occurred when STAVINS visited him. 

CELB stated that E<C KANAKA’s conclusion v;as that in the absence 
of further evidence, there vas no need to do anything about 
it at that time.

By letter dated July 9, 1971, Mr. Robert. C. Mardlan v/as 
advised that a transcript of a recording made by Mr,. J. Fred Buzhardt, 
General Counsel, Department of Defense, which MxTMardian had previously 
furnished, had been reviewed and that we were pursuing investigative leads 
obtained as a result of the review. It was noted that Mr. Buzhardt indicated 
certain information regarding a Vietnamese named "True” had been 
provided by Mr. Charles V'. Cooke, when he was connected with the Depart¬ 
ment of State, to Daniel Ellsberg. He also said that two articles appeared 
In ’The New York Times” in 1970 under the by-line of Neil Sheehan relating 
to this Vietnamese. It was further reported that Information appearing in 
the files of the Security Office, Department of State, Indicated Mr. Cooke { 
had, in fact, furnished information to Ellsberg concerning a Vietnamese 
named Tran Ngoc Chau under instructions of Mr. Elliot L. Richardson, 
who was then Undersecretary of State and who now serves as Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

During the interview with BUZHARDT, he was asked to 
clarify items one through five as set out in referenced Bureau let, 
and the following information was obtained from him: . 

Item one. 

According to BUZHARDT, after the "Times'" disclosures, 
beginning 6/13/71> General PURSLEY called-MC NAMARA to discuss 
the matter, at which time MC NARAMA told PURSLEY.that he had only 
intended that the documents relating to U.Sr involvement in-Viet- 
nam, be accumulated for later historical use. BUZHARDT stated 
that he did not know who then made the decision to write the history 
of the Vietnam War earlier than MC NAMARA had intended. BUZHARDT 
could shed no further light on the purpose for writing this history 
during the 1967-1968 period. 

Item two. 

Concerning the statement that CIA was wary of the his¬ 
tory writing operation, and furnished very few documents, BUZHARDT 
stated that he desired not to disclose his source for this state¬ 
ment. He requested that his word be taken that this statement was 
factually true. He stated that this was told to him in confidence, 
and that there were no supporting documents confirming this fact. 

In explanation of the above statement, BUZHARDT added 
that the Office of International Security Affairs (ISA), DOD, was 
a very controversial section of DOD, during this period (1967-. 
1968), which was "common knowledge," In DOD. He stated that 
officials in the U.S. Department of State (USDS) felt that ISA 
was attempting to take over the USDS function, and further that 
at the time there were rumors that the White House did not trust 
ISA. BUZHARDT Informed that one WILLIAM KAUFMAN, an ISA employee 
during the pertinent period, "quit the project cold," complaining 
that the Vietnam history was being badly distorted, and he refused 
to be a part of it. BUZHARDT stated that he believed that KAUFMAN 
was either at the Rand Corporation, or was writing on his own. 

. 

Item three. * 

BUZHARDT stated that ELLSBERG was quoted in the news¬ 
papers as having stated that he did not give the last four volumes 
of the Vietnam Study to the news media, but had given a "full" 
set to Senator J. WILLIAM FULBRIGHT. BUZHARDT added that he 
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thinks, hov;ever, that ELLSBERG "lied" on this point, because it is 
BUZHARDT's belief that ELLSBERG did not have actual custody of the 
I 17 volumes in 1969 . BUZHARDT feels that ELLSBERG gave FULBRIGHT 
the 18 volumes of which ELLSBERG did have custody. To further 
substantiate his theory on what ELLSBERG funished FULBRIGHT in 
1969 , BUZHARDT pointed out that in FULBRIGHT * s first letter of 
November, 1969 , to DOD, FULBRIGHT asked for an 18 volume set of 
the Vietnam history. Therefore, BUZHARDT concluded that ELLS3ERG 
had furnished FULBRIGHT the 18 volume set of documents In October 
or November, 1969* 


Item k. 


Concerning the handwritten notes of JOHN PONTURA, author 
of the Command and Control, Tonkin Gulf study, BUZHARDT advised 
that among the so-called "SIMON'S Papers." picked up by DOD from . 
the Rand Corporation, Santa Monica, California, were handwritten 
notes of JOHN PONTURA. He stated that this material was In one 
of the black notebooks retrieved from Rand, and related to the 
Tonkin Gulf Incident. BUZHARDT stated that he does not have all of 
the answers yet on the Rand control of these Items, but is 
presently "digging deeper Into this matter." 


BUZHARDT recalled that the "Times” stated they had a 
"summary" of the Tonkin Gulf study, and BUZHARDT advised that 
several documents in the Rand collection referred to the Tonkin 
Gulf incident. BUZHARDT went on to state that since he dictated 
this material for the Department, he has "really had to back 
up." He stated that he is now inclined to think that the Tonkin" 
Gulf study may well have been carried out by ELLSBERG. BUZHARDT 
pointed out that a writer by the name of (FNU) AUSTIN Is reportedly 
putting out a book about the Tonkin Gulf Incident, to be published 
by the "Times." In August, 1971, or at least in the near future. 
According to BUZHARDT, AUSTIN brought the manuscript of his book 
to Doctor EUGENE FUBINI, formerly Deputy Director of Research and 
Engineering, DOD, whose duties included supervision of the National 
Security Agency (NSA). FUBINI, who has possession of the manu¬ 
script for a time, discussed its contents with officials at NSA* 
BUZHARDT Is presently attempting to secure the manuscript of this - 
book by AUSTIN, prior to publication, to see if it indicates access 
was had to the Command and Control study of the Tonkin Gulf incident 
authored by PONTURA. BUZHARDT advised that PONTURA Is presently 
employed at the Institute of Defense Analysis (Federal Contract 
Research Center) in Arlington, Virginia. He reiterated that 
PONTURA had written the Command and Control Tonkin Gulf study for 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and pointed out that PONTURA had also 
worked on the MC NAMARA study. 
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BUZHARDT stated that he expects to have the DOD 
complete Inspection report concerning documents maintained 
by Rand, Santa Monica, on 7/19/71* He mentioned that he has 
reason to believe that ELLSBERG had a set of notebooks of his 
own at Rand, and In any event DOB has not yet located all of 
the material published In the "Times." BUZHARDT estimated that 
ten per cent of the material published by the "Times" is not 
1 contained In the MC NAMARA study, or In any of the material 
‘recovered from the Rand Corporation. He stated that this 
conclusion has Just been reached by DOD on this date (7/1*1/71), 
and that DOD is still working on this problem.* He stated that 
DOD Is currently trying to figure out where-'this unaccounted for 
portion of material published by the "Times 1 ' came from, and'-'— - 
ELLSBERO’s means of access to it. 

Again talking about the Command and Control, Tonkin 
Gulf Study, BUZHARDT stated that originally more than one hundred 
copies of this study were in existence, and as far as is known 
all but four copies of it have been destroyed. He pointed out 
that three copies of this study was sent to the "Hill," and that 
probably only one copy remains at the Pentagon. He said, however, 
that from nine to eleven copies of the study could not actually 
be accounted for by DOD. 

BUZHARDT stated that it appears that MC NAMARA may have 
caused to be made an investigation into the Tonkin Gulf Incident, 
apart from the Command and Control Study, and that MC NAMARA may 
have been furnished a copy of this second study, without it having 
come under any DOD accountability control. BUZHARDT stated that 
he does not actually know if such a "summary" (second study) was 
written, but suggested the possibility, stating that he was trying 
to run this down. 

BUZHARDT stated that the previously mentioned PONTURA’s 
notes were not a "summary," but expressed the opinion that if there 
is in existence a summary, titled as such, which has the authen¬ 
ticity of being contemporary, there must have been in existence 
a summary which MC NAMARA received directly from the originating 
group. BUZHARDT stated that he has reason to believe that JACK 
STEMPLER, General Counsel of the U.S. Air Force headed such a 
group. 

BUZHARDT feels certain that the MC NAMARA Study Group 
had access to the Command and Control Study of the Tonkin Gulf 
Incident,noting that a copy of this Study was for a time main¬ 
tained in the Office of ISA. BUZHARDT stated this Study world 
have been available to ELLSBERG while he was at the Pentagon 
during the 1967-1968 period of his employment at the Pentagon.

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IBUZHARDT further pointed out that ELLSBERG has claimed in the 
'’press'* that he gave a copy of the Command and Control Study to 
^enator FULBRIGHT. BUZHARDT further stated that he has every 
reason to believe that ELLSBERG also gave a copy of this study 
to AUSTIN, referred to above. BUZHARDT added that as far as 
sensational news value was concerned, the Command and Control 
Study, was "a lot more political than the whole h~l volume Final 
Report of the Vietnam Task Force." 


BUZHARDT stated that it is pure assumption on his part,- 
Lut he is of the opinion that ELLSBERG made*jAn agreement with the 
"Times," that the "Times" was not to publish the Command and*Con¬ 
trol Study, but was to allow AUSTIN to first publish it In his book 
'n which the "Times" had an Interest, perhaps Intending later 
running articles in the paper concerning the book, after it was 
released. 

BUZHARDT stated that MADISON MITCHELL, a current, 
employee of NSA knows AUSTIN. 

BUZHARDT advised that he knows of no association between 
l LLS3ERG and PONTURA.

Regarding NEIL SHEEHAN having authored a series of eight 
articles in 1968, and that It has now been concluded that ELLSBERG 
•■■ad access to all of the data SHEEHAN used in the articles, BUZHARDT 
stated that this was not his own conclusion, but said that he had 
:votten_this_.conclusion_ora_lly from _DONALD^STEV;ART. He stated 
r - iTAlflafter. .he. obtained thie. DOD.file jon_Jthese*"rnatters from STEWART 
•-.e found no such^conclusion therein^. ... 


BUZHARDT stated that he went behind the DOD file that 
STEWART furnished him, and located the documents on which these 
*nvestigatlons were based, and found that the Vietnam Task Force, 
;' ad used these same documents In preparing the MC NAMARA Study. 

e stated that the 1967-1968 Vietnam Task Force on Vietnam had 
ropied excerpts from these highly sensitive documents, going back 
• 0 tbe early I960' 5 . He stated that among this material were 
'references to NEIL SHEEHAN and his various newspaper columns 
'-hich even at that time Included security leaks to him. In other 
'•ords, ELLSBERG, according to BUZHARDT, was working with material 
the Pentagon in 1967-1968, which noted that SHEEHAN was pub¬ 
lishing information that had been leaked to him. BUZHARDT advised

1, The purpose of this memorandum is to summarize the biblio- 
graphic research completed to date and to indicate the scope and 
direction of further research efforts. 

2. C orrelation Studies: Charts 

. a. New York Times Articles

This chart lists the 134 documents published by the New 
Yo rk Times and matches them against the various volumes of the Task 
Force Study and the "West Coast Rand Working Papers." Of the total 
of 134 documents published,. 83 have been identified as appearing in 
a particular volume of the ’47-volume study (with these documents 
appearing in a total o f 19 d ifferent volumes); 31 documents have been 
identified as appearing in the Vest Coast Rand 'forking Ru>ers; and 
the remaining 15 documents are still unidentified as to passible 
source. _____ 


Of the 15 still-unidentified documents, one of them 
should be identified in one of the 47 volumes. The remaining 14 
documents will most probably not be identified in either the 47 - / 

volume study or the Rand Working Papers. These latter documents / 

ere believed to have been taken from a still-unidentified source. 

In regard to the source of the 134 published documents,' 
the 83 documents identified in the 19 volumes of the study could 
reasonably be assumed to have come from a set of the 47 -volume 
6 tudy. The 31 documents identified in the Working Papers exhibit no 
unique textual features which could positively identify then as 
having been copied from the Working Papers retrieved from Rand by 
DDD on 18 June I 97 I.

This collection of documents consists of (l) the 2 "Simmons 
or "Black" .notebooks and (2) a miscellaneous collection of papers 
kDOvn to have been in the custody of Dr. Ellsberg for varying periods of 
time; (See Memorandum, dated 24 August 19 Sl, Subject: "Summation of 
Documents Held by'Band"). _ * '• 

As stated in Paragraph 2a. above, 3^- of "the documents 
appearing in the N ew York-Times have been identified as also being 
among these Band Working Papers. However , there_are_no_ unique textual 
features,.identified to date, in these documents which could positively 
.identify them ss being the-source of the NYT -published documents. 

Copies of a majority of these documents have already been located in ' 
DOD files’ which are identical to those in the Band Working Papers and 
the NYT -pjblisbed documents. Accordingly, bibliographic research has 
not established a link between Pvand Santa Monica, Eoston and the New 
York Times for these documents. * 


Further, as mentioned above, l4 of the 15 still-uniaeati- . 
fied documents published in the NYT may have been drawn from another 
miscellaneous collection of documents in Dr, Ellsberg’s possession on ' ; 
the Vest Coast, but Dot retrieved from Rand by DOD. 

b. Green/Black Notebooks . • ! 

The eight green and black notebooks, returned to DOD from 
BAND, Washington in June, 1971; and For which no security accounting 
has been provided by RAND, contained 23 draft and final draft versions 
from the 3^/47 volume sets (see Summary Chart for identificstion). 

Four of the 23 qualify as drafts in the accepted sense of the word; that 
is, they are incomplete. The remaining are copies of volumes appearing 
in the 39/^7"volume sets. * “ •. 

Five oiizzps are xerox copies of volumes from the 3%-volume 
set, having ‘the tell-tale binding traces distinctive of that set. 


Fourteen are xerox copies from the 3^/47 volume set but 
lack the tell-tale traces to be expected of pages xeroxed from bound 
editions of either of these sets. They have come, accordingly, from 
the same originals which produced the 38/^7 volume sets. 

























Examination of the nineteen Green/Black notebook copies 
of volumes from the 38/47 sets vith actual bound editions do not 
reveal any differences in text or in pagination. Inspection of the 
title page numerical designations for the volumes show that, with 
one or tvo possible exceptions, they were xeroxed when the 3S-volume 
set vas produced or at some time pre-dating that production. * 

Review of the green/black notebooks, therefore, indicates 
that: . . • ‘ . . • 

(1) More than 5 copies of a portion of the 38-Yoluae 
set were produced; and •. . 

(2) Fore' than 15 copies of several volumes distinctive 
of the 47-Yoiume set vas produced. 

c. Fewspaper Inventory Titles. 


The titles of documents which the Few York Times , the 
Vcshington Post, and the Bosto n Globe have indicated that they hold 
do not in every case match actual titles appearing in the 38/47- 
volume sets. For volume .IV B 5 - "The 'Overthrow of Fgo Dinh Diem, 
Fay - Ilovember 1963" the Few Yo rk Times gave, for example, "The 
Coup Against Hgo J>inh Diem -- 1963.^ Detailed comparison of dis¬ 
crepancies in titles and subtitles (in the case of the U ashington 
Post) for the three newspapers with the dozen or so draft versions 
available (see 3b above) vas necessary to deternine if these discre¬ 
pancies were relatable to titles used in.earlier versions. The 
comparison did not show that the newspapers had evailable to them 
any draft versions vhicb might account for these differences. 

Ve will routinely check any additional draft versions 
vhich may turn up against the worksheets used in this title-compar¬ 
ison study. * 


4. The above summarizes information determined from an examina¬ 
tion of ell materials received-to date from the Rand Corporation. 

The salient point of this effort is that bibliographic research has 
neither established nor disproved a definite link between Rand-held’ 
materials, those reproduced in the Boston area, and documents published 
in the Few York Times., 


' Further, our inability to identify lU documents appearing in 
the Few York Times indicates that source material vas available to 
the Times other than that vhich came from Rand. Other than the possi-. 
bility.of additional materials held privately by Mr. Ellsberg, the / 
materials nov held by the Rational Archives are a possible source j

J. FRED/BUZHARDT, General Counsel of the Department of 
Defense (DOD), Pentagon, furnished a 47 volume set of the "United 
States-Vietnam Relations, 1945-1967" stud/ for examination. Mr. 
BUZHARDT said the set had been received by the DOD from the Rand 
Corporation, Santa Monica, California, 

Volume V A, volume 1, contained in tvo blue paper covers, 
one front, the other back, was secured by three fasteners. Each * 
fastener consisted of a screw inserted through the front of the 
volume end threaded into n receptacle which had been inserted 
through the rear of the volume. The volume differed from others 
in the following respects: 

1. The first page of the volume was a blar£< sheet of 
white paper with a tab on the outer edge which contained the 
printed words, "V, Justification of the War, Public Statements". 

Hand written across the center of the page, in ink, was 
the inscription, "VA, Volume 1". The inscription identified the 
volume and was located so as to be visible through a cutout on 
the front cover. 

It is noted that this page is similar in design to a 
number of other pages found throughout the volumes and used to 
caption and separate various sections of the volumes. 

2. Page two of the volume, ©3 the first page in the other 
volumes examined, contained the title of the volume, "Justification 
of the War, Public Statements, A. Truman Administration, B. 
Eisenhower Administration, C. Kennedy Administration". 

The page also contained a copy count of the pages con¬ 
tained in volume. Stamp "Group I", excluding automatic 
downgrading and declassification and Rand control number TS-3475- A .
